He Is Followed to the House of His Intended 
Bride by Yarborough, a Man Whom He 
Had Befriended, and Shot Through the 
Heart—The Murder Takes Place Almost 
Before the Eyes of His Betrothed—The 
Victim the Son of the Well-Known 
Clergyman—The Murderer's Record.

The assasin on }firing toliowed 
up bis victim for a step or two, 
then turned to leave the porch but was 
met by Horace Bundrem, who had been out 
to see bis horses before retiring. The women 
were screaming and Bundrem asked what was 
the matter, at the same time stepping in far 
en ugh to see Collier covered with blood, iying 
motionless on the floor. He took in the situa- 
tion in a moment anc, turning to the®assasin, 
asked him to step in and help bim with the 
man de had shot. This Yarborough 
refused to do, but Bundrem insisted, 
and, being a large and powerful 
man, prevailed on Yarborough entering 
tne room. Bundrem asked for bis pistol, but 
seeming to think Collier was not dead, Yarbor- 
ough stepped up toward the body asif to 
sboot again, the pistol in bis band, saying: 
“He is not dead yet.” Bundrem again in- 
sisted on baving the pistol, and finally on 
pieaging bis word that be should not be burt 
the assasin handed it to Mrs. Bundrem, who 
stepped into another room and shoved it under 
the mattress of the bed. 

Ina few minutes the officers of the law ar- 
rived and took Yarborough to jail, followed 
by a large and excited crowd of citizens, sev- 
eral of whom spox«e in very strong terms of 
using a rope on the culprit before he arrived 
at the jail, Wiser counse! prevailed, however, 
and be was safely incarcerated. On the 
route to the jail the prisoner was 
badly frightened by the sight of a rope 
in the hands of a boy and begged for 
protection from the officers, and Bundrem 
telling the latter that de bad pledged his word 
to him or be would never have delivered up 
bis revolver. 

Collier, as above stated, is a son of the Rev. 
Robert Laird Collier, an eminent divine of 
Kansas City. He had just arrived from a visit 
to his father and sister at that place this morn- 
ing, where he had been on a visit with bis m- 
tended bride for the purpose of introducing 
ber to bis relatives and was talking to ber and 
the other ladies when called to the door to 
meet his death. The fatal shot took effect in 
the left breast. and evidently passed immedi- 
ately through dis heart,, killimg him al- 
most instantly. Mise dum is wild 
with grief and utterly prostrated. She 
is seemingly unable to appreciate that 
here intended is actually dead. The 
dead man's rather was immediately telegraphed

The witness always sad Yes, sir,” 
in the most innocent way aud would repeat 
the answer placidiy when the question was re- 
peated, but if the question was differently 
put further information might de ol 
taineo. The impression left was that of a 
rather stupid witness, who was not aware of 
his own imperfecuons and who answered ques- 
tions carelesly, but with no purpose to be un- 
truthful. Duffy was not a witness before the 
Senate committee, so Mr. Newcombe could not 
refer to constant perjuries, as be bad done 
with great effect in the cross-examination of 
Fullgraf.

The general purpose of the Dill is to fix the 
Gate of the great fire, Oct. 9, 1871, as the limit 
to whicn title sball be traced, instead of the 
time when the property in question left the 
bands of the Government. It is proposed to 
require property-owners in Cook County to file 
a declarauon with the Recorder of Deeds with- 
in one year from the enactment of the bill, in 
which isset forth their ownership ot property 
and their proof of title back to the fire. It is 
proposed that these declarations shall remain 
in the Recorder's hands for three years, that 
period being thougtt sufficient for the settle- 
ment ot all ciaims of lien or equity, in the usual 
course of procedure. At the end of three 
years a certificate of unciouded title is to be 
given to those owners whose deciarations of 
Ownership have not been successfully im- 
peached. They will thus be made in- 
dependent of possible complications aris- 
ing from antifire transactions, and a 
useless, tedious, and expensive examina- 
tion of the transactions of a period of many 
years will be abolished. Assuming that the 
first examinations of title after the new metb- 
od takes piace five years from the present date, 
title will then be traced through a period of 
} about twenty years, as against something like 
forty years, as at present. It has not yet been 
decided whether the statute will be made ob- 
ligatory or not: but if enacted it is reasonable 
to suppose that its merits both asa relief and a 
protection would be so generally recognized | 
that property-owners would gladly avail them- 
seives of its provisions. 

A second sub-committee has in charge an- 
other measure of importance in the shape of 
a bill to be presented to the Legisiature for the 
| indemnity of loss by riot to property-owners. 

The ground is to be taken that a citizen of the 
county who pays taxes upon property 1s 
entitied to have bis property protected at the 
bands of the county. At present, if the pro- 
tection falls and bis property is destroyed by 
riot, be has no remedy. A case in point is 
that of the druggist tiosentelt, whose drug 
store was destroyed by rioters during the iabor 
troubles of last May. The draft of this 
bill is as yet incomplete, but it is understood 
that it will provide for the bringing. of suit 
against the county by the damaged property- 
owuer. Upon proving the claim and obtaining 
a judgment in the regular way against the 
county the latter will be empowered to make 
a special assessment upon the whole county, 
and from the funds so obtained to settle the 
judgment.

A Crank Who Wanted to Assure Cleveland 
that He Was Harmless. 

New York, Nov. 22.—While President Cleve- 
land’s carnage was waiting for him at the 
curb, the President having followed the re- 
mains of ex-President Arthur into the Grand 
Central Depot, a young man, dressed ina 
faded coat fastened across his breast by a 
wooden pin, and wearing a faded brown hat, 
worked bis way through the police lines and 
stepped upon the wheel beside the driver and 
reporter. Handing bis card to the reporter he 
said: * Will you please give this to Mr. Cleve- 
land and tell him I won't burt bim.“ 

The reporter read the card and saw the 
name: “ Natban Schuyler, Rondout, N. V.“ It 
was the crank who was arrested at the Albany 
Bicentennial for an alleged attempt upon the 
life of the President. 

Wat do you want with the President?“ 
asked the reporter. 

**I want vou to tell him that I am barmiess.

Taking of Testimony in the McQuade Case 
Concluded. 

New York, Nov. 22.—At the trial of ex-Ald. 
MoQuade today there were few preseat who 
were not actively engaged in tne trial. Short- 
ly after 11 o'clock Mr. Mitchell resumed the 
cross-examination of Ald. O'Neill. At tne con- 
clusion of the examination of the witnesses 
Mr. Newcombe introduced the minutes of the 
Board of Aldermen for 1884 to prove that Mo- 
Quade had twice voted against railroad bills, 
those of the Jersey City & Hrooklyu and the 
Thirty-fourth Street roads. 

Bernard J. McDevitt, McQuade’s bookkeeper 
since 1879, was called as a witness. He swore 
that McQuade’s business ranged from $100,000 
to $150,000 per year. The stock on hand was 
usually about 000. Bille averaged between 
$20,000 and 5,000. McQuade nad a private 
drawer in his safe to keep money and papers 
in. He had it since 1870. Ex-Ald. Louis 
Wendell, tall, broad-shovidered, and good- 
looking, was the next witness.

THE PEACEMAKER’S SUCCESSFUL TRIAL. 


The Novel Craft Makes a Submarine Voyage 
at a Depth of Thirty Feet. 

New Tonk, Nov. 22.—(Special.|—Prof. 
Tuck and Capt. Holland went aboard the Peace- 
maker this morning determined to rectify the 
errors in ballast that prevented full success in 
Saturday's trial.

Fishing in Canada. 

OTTAWA, Can., Nov. 22.— Reports coming in 
from Gloucester and other New Engiand fisn- 
ing ports from the agents of the Dominion 
Government continue to show the great loss 
American fishermen bave suffered through the 
abrogation of the fishery clauses in the Wash- 
ington treaty and the consequent privileges 
American fisbermen have forteited. The total 
value ot the export of fish from Canada for 
the nine months ending Sept. 30 was $1,640,000, 
against $5,200,000 during the corresponding 
period in 1885. This only shows a shrinkage 
of 10 per cent on the total exports, notwith- 
standing the barrier raised in tne United States 
markets against Canadian-caught fish. Ser- 
eral members of the Dominion Government 
have expressed themselves greatly pleased 
witb the result of this year’s fishing, believ- 
ing that it will have tue effect of bringing the 
United States Government to time in nego- 
tiating a treaty of some sort when they begin 
to realize how beavily the American fishermen 
have lost by the abrogation of the treaty,

THE ANARCHISTS. 


Leonard Swett in the Case—The Request 
for a Supersedeas. 

The attorneys for the Anarcbists bave about 
completed. the examination of the voluminous 
record in the case and are nearly prepared to 
go before one of the Supreme Court Justices 
with their application for a supersedeas. As 
any one of the Justices oan grant the writ in 
question the refusal of the first one applied to 
cunnot be rerarded as final, for all ot the ot u- 
ers can be seen in turn. As there are seven 
Justices of the court, and as the time set for 
the exccution is Only eleven days off, some 
lively moving around wil! have to be done if 
ali the Justices are to be given an oppor- 
tunity of refusing the writ. The attor- 
peys absolutely refuse to give the name 
of the Justice before whom the first applica- 
tion will be made, although admitting that if 
he refuse the case would be taken to others. 
The supersedeas is a simple writ in stay of ex- 
ecution, and, if granted, will permit the case to 
be taken to the Supreme Court for affirmation 
or reversal. If aflirmed, the Anarchists will 
hang without further ceremony, but if re- 
versed a new trial will follow. 

It can be positively stated that Mr. Leonard 
Swett bas decided to appear as counsel with 
Messrs. Biack, Salomon, and Zeisler and that 
he will assist in the arguments before the Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court to whom the appli- 
cation for the writ of supersedeas is made. It 
was the impression of persons well informed 
that the attorneys would leave for Sprinytield 
today or tomorrow and that the question 
would be argued tomorrow or next day before 
the Justice already selected. 

Mrs. Capt. Black said yesterday that Mr. 
Swett had found sometbing in the record upon 
which an applicauon for a new trial could be 
based, and that she had beard him say that 
the trial bristled with errors from ithe ruling 
of Judge Gary about the selection of jurors 
until the verdict was rendered. She also said 
his brief contained many startling statements, 
and added that his judgment in the case was 
that of a clear, cold. calculatmg lawyer, who 
had no sympathy with the condemned 
Anarchists. 1

FOUR KILLED IN A COLLISION. 


Fearfal Smashup on the Iilinois Central at 
Savoy—The Killed dnd Injured.

NEITHER WON THE FIGHT

THE BURKE-DEMPSEY CONTEST DE- 
CLAKED TO BE A DRAW. 


Ten Hard-Fought Rounds with the Ad- 
vantage on the Side of Burke—* Spar- 
row Golden Knocked Out by McCaffrey— 
Kansas City Will Pay $5,000 to Enter 
the Asseociation—Slosson Practicing for 
Ilie Game with f&chaefer—Maggiolli 
Meats Thatcher. 

Sax Francisco, Cal., Nov. 22.—lt was sup- 
posed by some that the Sullivan-Ryan glove 
contest would dwarf the interest telt in the 


Barke- Dempsey fight, which took place tonight. 


If, however, public interest in the two contests | 
is to be measured by results, then the Burke- 
Dempsey affair has proved itself a much more 
interesting and important event than was the 
“great knock-out” of Ryan by Sullivan. Jack 
Burke and Jack Dempsey were both known to 
be good men and evenly matched. Dempsey 
had the reputation of being the harder bit- 
ter, while at the same time he went into the 
ring with the prestige of being the winner of 
thirty battles. Burke, on the other band, was 
believed to have largely gained in hitting”’ 
power, to nave the advantage of a more 
scientific; trainmg, and be in better fighting 
condition. Besides this it was well known that 
both men meant business, and, if not stopped 
by the police, neither would give way until 
forced to. Everything, copsequentiy, con- 
tributed to make the match one of the most 
interesting and best contested ever witnessed 
in this city. AS early as 4:30 o'clock 
this afternoon Larkin street in front 
of the Pavilion was filled with people, each de- 
termined to get a front place this time if they 
never did again. By 7 o'clock the crowd had 
80 increased in number as to 
bring delight to the heerts of 
those destined to asharein the receipts. When 
the main doors were thrown open it took the 
combined efforts of the squad of police and 
doorkeepers to keep the crowd from rushing 
in without banding out their money or tickets. 
For a few minutes it looked as if 
the match inside would be preceded by 
a more dangerous one outside, but when 
the crowd saw that tney would not be per- 
mitted to force their way in they good-natured- 
ly tell pack, each taking bis turn. 

When ail nad taken seats it was estimated 
that there were 7,000 people in the bouse, while 
others stillcame streaming in. The receipts 
are $16,500. The contest was ten rounds, 
Marquis of Queensbury rules, with 
small gloves, the winner to take 75 and the 
loser 26 per cent of the gate money. 
Burke scalea 164 pounds, Dempsey 158. 

Capt. Hiram Cook of this city, was chosen 
reteree, but failed to appear. Cries for Sulll- 
van and Ryan were heard on all sides. Several 
persous were in turn asked to act as referec, 
but all refused, and the proceedings were for 
the time being brought to a stancstill. At this 
moment a loud crash was beard at the Hayes 
street side of the hall, near Polk street, followed 
by the breaking in of a large door, and the eu- 
trance of about a hundred men, who thus suc- 
ceeded in witnessing the contest free of charge. 

„Parson Davies, mauager for Burke, took 
much trouble to effect good arrangements for 
& punctual start, which was timed for 10 
o’clock, but 10:20 arrived without any siga of 
“the stars.“ The audleuce, which had hoped 
for better things, manifested impatience by 
whistles and cat-calls. At 10:24 Burke forced 
his way through the crowd and jumped 
through the ropes into the ring. He was 
greeted with loud applause. Quickly follow- 
ing him came Jack Dempsey. His appearance 
increased the applause, which continued until 
both were seated. 

During the interval of selecting a referee 
Steve Taylor of New York was announced as 
second for Burke and Denny Costigan of New 
York second tor Dempsey. Steve Taylor de- 
ciared that they were ready to take any re- 
sponsible man in the house. Yells of Paddy 
Ryan. “Billy Jordan,“ Seymour,“ and 
**Charlie Rooney soon followed. These either 
refused or were not acceptable. Taylor then 
again asked for siience and said, * We are 
willing to take Sullivan, a square man to 
every body,” but Sullivan aleo refused. Frank 
Crockett of this city finally consented to act as 
referee. A struggie tor timekee ders then be- 
gan, but was dropped on objections to Crock- 
ett by Burke. The matter was finally settled 
by Crockett being chosen as referee for Burke 
and Jack Heiligan for Dempsey. 

As soon as time was calied, at 11:08, both 
men promptiy responded. No sooner did they 
come together than Dempsey iet out his left 
and reached Burke in the small rids. Both 
men ther. became wary. Burke then made 
a lead and reached; Dempsey got his left in on 
Burke, who promptly responded with his lets 
on Dempsey’s cheek. A clinch followed, and, 
after some more sparring, time for the first 
round was called. 

Second round— The men came to the scratch 
promptiy, sparring cautiously for an opening, 
Dempsey leading with his left twice on Burke's 
stomach. The men clinched, but broke away, 
Dempsey landing a heavy right-hander on 
Burke's wind. Burke got in two rigut-handers 
on Dempsey’s mouth, ana followed them up 
witha left-bander on Dempsey’s neck and 
another on his ribs. 

Fourth roun¢—Dempsey led off with his left 
on Burke's stomach, Burke following it up 
with a heavy right-hander on Dempsey’s neck. 
Dempsey next led with his left, reaching 
Burke's wind. Dempsey was forced against 
the ropes and slipped, but Burke's right-hander 
was too high. He next took Dempsey on the 
toroat and maintained the aggressive. 
Throughout the rest of the round Vempsey 
was tnore careful and cautious. 

Fifth round—The round opened with a quick 
exchange of blows. Dempsey aimed a vicious 
left-bander at Burke’s stomach, but missed; 
Burke countered with effect twice, which 
caused Dempsey to give a wicked sm le. Some 
in-fighting ended the round. Dempsey struck 
somewhat wildly in the lutter part of the round, 
but quickly recovered himself, and the round 
ended without advantage to either. 

The sixth round opened with Burke fresh, 
Dempsey a trifle worried and somewhat winded. 
Burke landed another heavy right on Demp- 
sey’s head, followed closely by an uppeér-cut 
with his left, Dempsey landing a straight left- 
hander on Burke's mouth, and again getting 
in a right-bander on his bellows. Burke ended 
tne round by getting his right in beavily on 
Dempsey's jaw. 

Seventh round—Both men fatigued. Tue 
first part of the round was taken up in 
sparring for wind. Dempsey bit Burke a ligut 
body-blow and Burke then began fierce fight- 
ing, succeeding in getting in two heavy body- 
blows. 

Eighth round—Both men in good order. 
Dempsey leading shortg was countered by 
Burke. Dempsey again led and was met by 
Burke with a heavy right-hander on the 
throat. Burke from this point forced the 
fighting. 

Ninth round—Burke got in one on Demp- 
sey’s nose, but the honors seemed destined to 
be even. Dempsey got back with a good 
swinging blow of his left on Burke's face. 
Toward the end of the round Burke took the 
offensive with advantage to himself. The 
fighting then became heavy and close. 

Tenth round—Dempsey led short, Burke 
countering. Dempsey again ied short and was 
caugot with another right-hander on 
the neck. Some One called time 
and the men ceased fighting, but on being 
called back Burke hit Dempsey a light boay 
blow. The men, on time being culled, retired 
to their corners, Burke taking off nis gloves, 
while Dempsey remained seated. Burke cried 
out that the match was for ten 
rounds, and as they bad been fought the maton 
wasover. The audience cheered Dempsey, 
On Capt. Dougiass signifying his wiliing- 
ness to continue the fight Burke again 
donned the mittens.

McCaffrey Puts Sparrow

New York, Nov. 22.—A prize-fight took 
place tonight ten miles from thie city for

pounds and Golden 176. The fight took place 
in a pavilion, inclosed with canvas and lighted 
by kerosene lamps, in a twenty-four-foot ring.

There were 
then in the pavilion about 175 sports. 

Jere Dunn was chosen referee, and at 10:07 
time was called. Both men locked in the pink 
of condition. They advanced to the centre of 
the ring and were there informed by the ref- 
eree that thev were to fight according to Mar- 
quis of Queensberry rules. They wore «kid 
gioves with the fingers cut off to the first 
joint. The men wen shook bands ana began 
the fight. 

First rouad—Golden was first to lead, but 
was short and failed to iand. McCaffrey shot 
out bis left on Goiden’s neck and Golden got 
in three beavy body blows. Then McCaffrey 
startled bis opponent with another on the |

neck, Golden countering on MoCaffret’s neck, 
after which McCaffrey with a straight-out 
blow of bis left landed on Golden's cheek and 
slit the of his face open as cleanly as 
could have been done witn a knife. The 
blood flowed, and first blood was allowed Mo- 
Caffrey. ‘his closed the round, Golden going 
strong to his corner. 

Second round—Opened with sparring for an 
opening on each side, McCaffrey at length 
leading with vicious puroose three successive 
times, but was each time stopped.

Fourth round—Golden came up weak and 
was badiy punisbed by McCaffrey’s clean left,

Fifth round—MoCaffrey led for the face and 
then swung bis right on Golden’s ear, again 
bringing biood. Golden fought back savagely 
for MeCaffrey's body. The round ended by a 
clinch in McCaffrey’s corner. 

Sixth round—McCaffrey got in right and left. 
Then they clinched and were parted by the 
re: eree. 

Seventh round—Golden came up with * bel- 
lows to mend, McCaffrey smiling and con- 
fident, ana opened the round by a clean left- 
bander on tne face.

Golden led twice, but, ow- 
ing to McCatffrey’s shifting tactics, he only 
reached bis chest with leads intended for his 
face. McCaffrey again visited Golden's face 
with his left, swung his right ou neck and ear, 
and as Golden foll back he caught him on the 
jugular, and Golden fell senseless to the floor. 
He lay there twenty-five seconds, and the ref- 
cree declared the fight in McCuffrey’s favor.

bad, and direct returns for home support were 
felt during the season by retailers, the game 
baving attracted large numbers of strangers 
to town. Then the attendance on the games 
was not enough to make the club Self- 
sustaining, and what they earned outside 
was required to prevent loss. Opinion as 
to the treatment the club received at 
the Coicago meeting is all one way—against 
the league—but is divided on the advisability 
of Detroit seceding.

| THE ILLUSTRIOUS DEAD. 


FUNERAL SERVICES OVER THE RKRE- 
MAINS OF EX-PRESIDENT ARTHUR. 


Friends and Relatives of the Great States- 
man Follow His Casket to the Church— 
The Episcopal Service Pronounced Over 
the Remains—Removal of the Body to 
Albany and Its Final Interment ina the 
Rural Cemetery—Testimoniais of Flow- 
ers—Observances at Other Points. 

New York, Nov. 22.—The services attend- 
ing the burial of ex-Presiaent Arthur took 
place today. The day was pleasant. Hundreds 
of sorrowing people began to gather at an 
early hour. anxious to testify by their pres- 
ence the respect they bore for their deceased 
fellow-citizen and former Chief Magistrate. 
Shortly alter 7 o’vlock Police Inspector Steers, 
with Capt. Rran and 125 police, silentiy 
marched into Lexington avenue, followed by 
Capt. Garland and a picked body of thirty 
men from the Broadway squad, who were 
posted along the avenue. Carriages began to 
arrive from every direcuhon, and soon the side 
streets were filled with them. By 8 o'clock a 
vast throng, numbering many thousands of 
people, had gathered on the opposit side of 
the avenue extending for a block or more in 
every direction. The crowd was my back by 
the police. On every face there Was a deep 
expression of sorrow, and people spoke only 
in low tones. 

President Cleveland and Post master -Genera 
Vilas arrived in a carriage direct from the train 
at 8:20 a. m. and eutered the house of mourn- 
ing. Shortly after Gov. Hill and Judge William 
Muller arrived and also entered the house. 
They were followed by the Senate committee. 
There were no services at the house. The few 
friends present looked upon the face of the 
dead early in the morning, and the casket was 
closed for the last time. At 8:30 the black 
casket, covered with palmetto leaves, sprays 
of violets, and a wreath of white roses, was 
lifted by the undertaker's assistants and borne 
from the room and =reverentiy placed 
in the funeral-draped bearse. As the casket 
came in view of the people in the street every 
bead was bowed reverentiy and many 
eyes filled with tears in the throng 
thus bushed in the presence of death. 
Next came out of the residence Chester Alan 
Arthur Jr., the son of the ex-President. Lean- 
ing on his arm, clad in garmeats of mourning, 
was his sister, Mies Nellie Arthur. They passed 
quietly to their carriage, accompanied by Mr. 
and Mrs. McElroy. Then came Mrs. Hove, 
Mrs. Haynesworth, and Miss Arthur, the sisters 
of the ex-President. Then followed other 
friends and mourners; 

Postmaster Masten and his wife of Cohoes, N. 
Y., with their son and daughver; President Cleve- 
land, Postmaster-General Vilas, Gen. Martin T. 
McMahon, John H. Draper, Secretaries Bayard, 
Whitney, and Lamar; the pall-bearers, ex-Post- 
master-General Gresham, ex-Secretaries Lincoln 
and Chandler, ex-Assistant Postmaster-General 
Hatton, ex-Attorney-General Brewster, Lieut.- 
Gen. Sheridan, Dr. Cornelius R. Agnew, Corne- 
lius N. Bliss, Robert G. Dun, Gen. George H, 
Sharpe, Charles L. Tiffany. and Cornelius Van- 
derbilt; Chief-Justice Waite and Justices Harlan 
and Blatchford; Senators Edmunds, Sherman, 
Logan, Evarts, Hawley, Morrifl, Vest, and Gor- 
man; Gen. Stone, and Gov. Hill. 

The mourners filied twenty-five carriages, 
but over 100 carriages filled with friends who 
bad been unable to gain admiss on to the house 
followed the procession to the church. 


The Funeral Cortege. 

The procession passed between Jong lines of 
police through Lexington avenue to Thirty- 
fourth street, to Madison avenue, to Forty- 
seventh street, to Fifth avenue, arriving at the 
church, corner of Forty-fifth street and Fifth 
avenue, at 8:50 a. m. The exterior of tne 
church was elaborately decorgted. The dec- 
oratons of the interior were very simple and 
tasteful. The first six pews on each side of 
the centre aisle were reserved for the famil 
and pall-bearers. They were covered wit 
crape. The interior of the chancel was cusb- 
ioned w to black cloth, with tue exception of 
the altar and reredos. On the altar proper, 
resting on each side of the cross, were the 
lighted candies. Below were placed the pur- 
pie altar-cross and black drapings. The outer 
ebancel, organ loft. stalls, lectern, and pul- 
pit were draped with biack cloth. The bap- 
tismal font, on the right side of the church in 
frout of the stalis, was filled with lilies, white 
chrysantbemums, and ferns. In the centre 
was placed a small palm tree, the branches of 
which drooped gracefuliy over the flowers. 
The sides of the font were covered with black 
cloth over which bung long strings of smilax 
and malden's hair ferns. From the iront of the 
wallery in the rear of the church hung fes- 
toons of black cloth. 

A few minutes before 8 o’clock the doors 
were opened and those without were admitted. 
The ushers were stationed at the doors and 
showed the people to their seats. The ushers 
were Maj. J. B. Fassell. John H. Draper, Gen. 
Martin T. McMahon, Gen. Henry A. Barnum. 
Gen. Anson G. McCook, and Erastus S. Ransom.

At the portals of the church the casket was 
met by the surpliced choir, followed by the 
clergy. They were the Rev. Parker Morgan, 
pastor of the church; the Hav. W. Babcock, 
assistant minister; the Rev. Dr. Rainsford, 
rector of St. George's: the Key. Dr. Leonard, 
rector of St. John's Church, Washington, 
D. C.; the Rev. McKay Smith of St. Thomas’: 
and the Rev. Dr. Humphreys, precentor of the 
Cathedral Incarnate at Garden City, for- 
merly assistant minister of the Church of 
the Heavenly Rest. As the casket was borne 
into the churoh the choir furmed in two files 
and the clergymen passed between them, bead- 
ing the procéssion, intoning the opening lines 
ot the beautiful Episcopal burial service. The 
Cusket was borne up the aisle on the shoulders 
ol the four undertaker’s assistants, followed 
by the pail-bearers, the family, and the imme- 
diate friends. When the procession reached 
the chancel the choristers filed into their stalle 
and the audience took cheir seats. The sery- 
ice began by singing part of tus thirtieth and 
nioth psalms, * Lord, let me know Thy end.,“ 
the congregation standing. The Rev. Dr. Rains- 
ford read the lesson from tae fifteenth chapter 
of the First Epistie of St. Paul to the Corinthi- 
ans, commencing with tne words, Now is 
Christ risen from the dead and become the first 
truits of them mat slept. The iamiliar bymn, 
‘Nearer, My God, to Thee.“ was joined in by 
the large congregation. The Aposties’ creed 
followed, and then the choir suug the sweet 
anthem, I heard a voice frow Heaven. The 
Rev. Dr. Leonard offered prayer, and the con- 
gregation joined in singing Art thou weary? 
Art thou ianguid?"" The Kev. Dr. Parker Mor- 
gan then prayed for the biessing of God upon 
the family, and that the grief of the childrea 
thus bereaved of theim®parent might be as- 
suaged. The services were concluded with the 
benediction by the Rev. Dr. Morgan. The 
choir then flied out of their stalis and began 
the Kecessionai bymn, * Abide with Me. They 
marched down the nave and back by the south 
ats le to the vestry, followed by the clergy. 

The casket rested at the head of the centre 
aisie, directiy in front of the chancel, on a 
beavily-draped pall. On the top of the casket, 
which was covered with black broadcloth 
trimmings, rested a mammot cross of laurel 
leaves, hay for its superstructure white 
roses and sheaves of wheat, and chrysanthe- 
mums worked in; at the bottom was the word 
* Finis,” worked in purple flowers, The 
whole was covered with beavy crape, .tied at 
the end with biack satin ribbon. After the 
services the undertaker’s assistants lifted the 
casket on their sbou ders and proceeded slow. 
ly out ot the church, followed by the pall- 
bearers, members of the family, President 
and his Cabinet, Gov. Hili and his staff, ana 
the representatives of the army and navy.

A BLOODY CRIME. 


AN INDIANA FARMER RUINS A FAM- 
ILY AND ENDS HIS LIFE. 


An Industrious: Husbandman's Home 


Involved by a Neichbor— His Wife 
Driven to Disgrace and to a Poor- 
House—The Criminal in Completion of 
His Foul Deeds Murders the Husband 
of the Woman and Shoots Himself. 

ANDERSON, Ind., Nov. 22.— ] Speolal. -A bout 
twelve years ago William H. Biddie moved 
from Maryland to this county, with nis young 
and beautiful wife and a i-monthb-old boy. 
Eighteen months ago Biddle took a lease 
on what is known as the burnt swamp, 
nine miles northeast of here. Within 
fifty yards of bim lived Ethan Alien Maynard 
on a small farm he had purchased and moved 
to about the time Biddle moved upon his 
leased land. The latter was quite poor, had 
eight children ranging from 1 to 14 years of age, 
and lived in a very bumble cabin. He 
had but one good ere, and last spring while 
trying to shoe one of his horses a piece of iron 
struck it which rendered bim almost blind. 
Soon atterward an undue intimacy was noticed 
between Maynard and Mrs. Biddie. This 
resulted in Biddle bringing a seduc 
tion and damage suit for $1.000 against 
Maynard. About this time he acknowledged 
to bis wife and Biddie that be and the latter's 
wife had been criminally intimate. Four 
weeks ago the troubles culminated in Mrs. 
Biddie leaving home. Sue went to Maynard's 
father, who, after keeping ber a sbort time, 
took her to the poorfarm. Thursday, Nov. 
18, Mrs. Biddle bad Maynard arraigned tor 
bastardy, and be was recognized to court in 
the sum of $500. 

This morning about 9 o'clock Maynard put 
the barness on bis horses, chopped his wife 
some wood, put on his best clothes, took bis 
revolver “a self-acting one.“ and started 
towurd the barn, saying he was gomg 
to Anderson. His wife, beimg alarmed, 
watched and saw bim go past the 
barn and directly to where Riddle and his 
oldest boy were loading corn fodder on 
a mud boat near by. Marnard walked up be- 
hind bis; victim, deliberately pulled his pistol, 
and without a word of warning sbot him four 
times. Two of the shots reached vital parts, 
and Biddle fell dead without a gasp. 
The little poy ran screaming murder, 
while Maynard started toward bis house. 
Haif-way from wheré he tad committed the 
murder be met bis wife, who sad: My God, 
Al, what did you do that for! His reply was: 
“I killed the man who broke us up.“ 
He then went to the house, reloaded 
his revolver, told his wife to ring the 
bell, and started again for the barn. While Mrs. 
Maynard was ringing the beli she beard an- 
other sbot, and runuing to the burn found ber 
husband lying in the stable, dym with a pistol- 
ball through bis head. Letters which bad passed 
between Maynard and the guilty woman were 
found, clearly showing them guiity. The 
greatest excitement prevails, ail the sympatby 
being with the thurdered man, and, had his 
murderer been caugbt, be would have been 
lyncbed. 


A NEW OPERA. 


Gilbert and Sullivan’s Latest Is 
You Know. 

Lonpon, Nov. 22.—|Copyright, 1886, James 
Gordon Bennett.|— Tue new Gilbert-Sullivan 
opera 1s likely to be produced soon after New- 
Year's Day. It is not Persian, Circassian, or 
Egsptian. It's English, you know, and Eu- 
glish at a period when Madison was President 
ana George III. was King. Oriental reports or 
rumors about medieval times hitherto given 
to the press came from D’Oyley Carte, who is 
called bere M. A., or Master of Ad- 
vertising. Gilbert has cast and re- 
cast the libretto. He has reached 
the point in authorship which Sheridan at- 
tained when the latter said, **1 write no more 
comedies because I am afraid to compete with 
the author of the School tr andal. Gil- 
bert is afraid of reproducing bimeelf. He has 
seven tities in mind without deciding yet. Like 
Daly, be gives his title almost the last thing. 
Sullivan scores, like most composers, his over- 
ture last. At one time Tue Mikado” came 
near being called ** Pooh-Bah, or Titipus Piu- 
ralist. Possibly the leuer P wul reap- 
pear again. The first ana second acts 
will be fully rebearsed Monday. 
While Gilbert has deen doctoring the 
libretto dialog daily, and Sullivan trying to 
avoid imitating dimselt while composing can- 
tatas for recent festivals, Carte has been de- 
voting bimself to the millinery of the piece, 
promising dresses to exceéd those of the 
**Mikado’’ or Patience in gorgeousness. 
The present Mikado company has been 
measured for parts. The first act has for its 
scene a seaport village & la ** Pinafore” and 
nee Taylor.” Mr. Lily takes the tenor 
part of the man-o’-warsman. He is contrasted 
with Temple (at present Mikauo), who enacts 
a ghost to the consternation of Mise Brandram 
(at present Katisha), who retains her usual 
role of sad, elderly dame, and of Miss Jennie 
Bone (gypsy girl gone mad for love of a wick- 
ed Baronet who dies and smgs bass). Miss 
Brabam attempts the soprano fngenue of the 
village, Groesmith and Barrington, the bur- 
lesque melodrama and supernatural as deve 
oped from the second act, which passes à la 
Mouk Lewis and Mrs. Rattcliffe in a baronial 
castie. Press gangs, village maidens, ay psics, 
and baronial retainers aid in choruses which 
at times are vivaeious, then supernatural, and 
now buriesquing the Wagnerian school. In- 
deed, burlesque of the stage with its tendency 
to melodrama as in the ‘Silver King,” 
** Hoodman Biind,” is a prominent idea of the 
new opera. The piece is to be rich in patter 
song. 

Glibert’s career has been alternations of 
failures and successes. Many characters of 
the forthcoming opera seem likely to suggest 
a Gilbertian echo of oid cbaracters. Sullivan's 
friends entertain some fears that-he bas been 
overworked of late and may not do justice to 
himself or to bis originality. Both of them de- 
licht in mystification concerning what they are 
doing, and, fearing piracy, are not only reti- 
cent but misleading. However, I feel certain 
that the foregoing sketch is accurate as far as 
it goes. I dont give all that has reached me, 
because much of it is probably doubtful, and 
both librettist and composer are said to be 
great recasters during rehearsals.

CITY INTELLIGENCE. 


An Incident in the Attempt to Poison P. D. 
Armour. 

The detectives have been trying to get at the 
bottom of an incident which they think has a 
significant bearing upon the attempt to poison 
the family of Mr. P. D. Armour. Last Tues- 
day a respectavie-appearing middle-aged man 
called at W. C. Scupham's drug store, State 
and Kandolph streets. and asked for a bot- 
tle of strychnine. When questioned about its 
intended use the stranger said be wished to 
“exterminate vermin.“ The druggist sug- 
gested that there were other equally efficacious 
poisons which could be purchased at a much 
less cost. The stranger replied that he de- 
sired strychnine and npothing else. Mr. 
Scupbam then spose of the vast quantity that 
the man wanted. A bottle contains fifty- 
seven grains, while a grain is regarded as 
a tatal dose. To all these arguments 
the man bad but one answer. He 
wanted strychnine. Finally Mr. Scupham 
said that it was not customary to sel! such 
articles except upon a physic.an’s prescripuon, 
and deciined to accommodate the man. The 
stranger did not appear to be in the least dis- 
concerted by this refusal, and quietiy left the 
store. When Mr. Scupbam heafa of the at- 
tempt upon Mr. Armour's life be thought of 
tne man who bad called at bis store, and his 
suspicions were aroused. The man has not 
been seen since, nor hus it been learned that 
he visited any of the other down-town drug 
stores on a simular errand. 


The United Labor Party Committee of 
Twenty-one. 

The Committee of Twenty-one of the United 
Labor party beld a meeting last night to dis- 
cuss the subject of urging Juage Prendergast 
to appoint a member of that party on tne 
Board of Election Commissioners. They have 
been very much disappointed with our 
Judge since be failed to appoint a iaborme- 
man, as he nad a chance to do just after the 
election. The members alluded to the fuct 
that he owed his election to them almost fully 
as much as to the Democrats, and it was 
asserted that the Labor parcy bad developed 
nearly as much strength as the Democrats, 
It was decided to select a man upon whom 
ther can unite, anc then present bis name to 
Judge Prendergast with tne demand that one 
of the Democrats be removed and their man 
appointed.

A Trip to Greenland’s Interior. 

HALTrAx, N. S., Nov. 22,—(Special.]|—Lieut. 
Pearcy, who has been on an expedition to 
Greenland for tne purpose of satisfying him- 
self of the possibility of traveling across that 
country and thus opening a new route to Arc- 
tic explorers, arrived in Halifax today on nis 
way bome to the United States.

This was still further reduced by good con- 
duct, entitling him to be released today. 

Joe Kerr, a noted borse-thief from Southern 


lilinois, was rearrested at the prison doors 
this morning upon bis discharge from a three- 
year term. He will be taken to Springfield 
and tried on an ‘old ob arye.

Woodruff is the giant of the team as to 
strength.

PITTssURG, Pa., Nov. 22.—The troubles be- 
tween some of the employés of the Cleveland 
& Pittsburg Railway Company have been con- 
sidered by the officials and a satisfactory ad- 
justmeat effected. The freignt couductors 


and brakemen are to receive an advance of 
from 15 to 30 cents a day and will be allowed 
pay for extra time. 


Accepted the Redaction. 

Butte, Mont., Nov. 22.—(|Special.|—This aft- 
ernoon the 500 smeitermen of the Anaconda 
Copper Company accepted the reduction of 15 
per cent and went to work. Their new con- 
centrator will be started up soon, which will 
add forty tons of copper per day to their pro- 
duction. 


A Hundred Women Strike. 
CINCINNATI, O., Nov. 22.—One bundred 
women fitters at the shoe factory of Woif& 
Co. are out ona strike. The cause of their 
refusal to work is the discharge ofa popular 
foreman and the employment of one who is 
not looked upon with favor. 


WHAT THE ALDERMEN DID. 


Cullerton Wants the Election Law Amend- 
ed to Cover Ticket-Peddlers. 

The Council met last night. The Commitiee 
on Local Assessments recommended that in all 
ordinances for street improvements the cDar- 
acter of the foundation be designated as well 
as that of the paving material to be used: 
that in all estimates for special assessments 
for block pavement and wood toundation the 
figure for the paving shall not exceed $1.25 
per square yard, except for alleys, and for 
gravel or stone foundation not to exceed $1.35. 


Adopted. 

Ald. Dixon proposed that in the temporary 
abeence of Mayor Harrison one of the Alder- 
men be elected to fill his place. He nominated 
Ald. Wethereil, who was elected. The Con- 
troller was authorized to transfer $3,000 to the 
credit of the Election Commission out of 
moneys not otherwise appropriated. 

Aid. Cullerton introduced whe following, 
which was referred to the Committee on Elec- 
nons: 

Resolved, Thatitis the sense of this Council 
that the printing of election tickets and the dis- 
tribution of the same at the various voting pre- 
cincts or districts shall be done under the super- 
vision and at the expense of the Election Com- 
missioners, to the end that the use of money and 
the bulldozing methods of paid ticket-peddlers 
may be dispensed with. 

Resoived, That at the coming session of the 
General Assembly at Springfield our representa- 
tives are hereby requested to so amend the new 
election law that the printing of all election tick- 
ets which are to be used on election day shall be 
done under the direction and at the expense of 
the Election Commissioners; and, further, that 
the said tickets are to be distributed at the vari- 
ous precincts by at least one person represent 
ing each party and at the expense of the Election 
Commission. 

Resolved, That the election law ought also to 
be so amended as to provide separate ballot 
boxes for State, County. Town, City, Electoral, 
ana Congressional tickets. 

Ald. Lyke had an order passed calling on 
the Commissioner oi Public Works for an esti- 
mate for lighting ail bridges and viaducts 
north to Chicago avenue and south to Twenty- 
second street with electricity. A request dy 
the Passenger Railway for leave to extend 
their system was referred to the Committce on 
Streets and Alleys, West Division. The exten- 
sion takes in Adams street, from Centre 
avenue to California avenue, California 
avenue to Harrison, Harrison to Western 
avenue. 


An Opium Seizure. 

San FRANCISCO, Cal., Nov. 22.-—Customs 
officers today seized $35,000 worth of opium 
at the residence of Charles R. Bronson at Al- 
meda. It is believed the drug was brought 
from China to this city on the steamer City of 
Sydoey and removed to Almeda to facilitate 
ts disposal.

LIVING VICE-PRESIDENTS. 


Hamlin and Wheeler the Only Survivors of 
Arthur—Sad Condition of Wheeler. 

MALONE, N. V., Nov. 22.—/Special.;—The 
death of Gen. Artnur recalls the fact. that but 
two survivors of the office to which he was 
elected are living—Hannibs! Hamlin ana Will- 
lam A. Wheeler. March 4, 1881. both of these 
men retired from public life, the former end- 
ing his term as United States Senator from 
Maine, the latter ending his term ot Vice-Pres- 
ident. Mr. Wheeler, ten years Mr. Hamlin’s 
Junior, bas dropped, with Hayes uimselt, com- 
pletely out of public sicht and public mind. 
In fact, so deep is bis obscurity that it has 
been genegaily believed he was dead, and this 
bas been stated by many papers commenting 
on the death of Gen. Arthur. 

Mr. Wheeier was born in this beautiful town 
and has always lived here exceot when called 
else wuere by his official duties. His sunken eyes 
and dull. leaden, op:um-colored complexion 
caused much talk among the country people. 
until his appearance became so common that 
it ceased to create food for comment and gos- 
sip. The details of the total collapse of a 
figure in this country’s politics whose promi- 
nence need not be reiterated are sad and pain- 
fultorelate. The statesman’s physician, the 
venerable and respected Dr. Theodore Gay, is 
most reticent, and the neighbors and v. 
lagers, however much they discuss it by 
their own firesides and in the village 
store, speak of the case to strangers 
with the utmost reserve or not at all. 
Be the cause what it may, the fact remains 
that the onee strong and aggressive political 
leader is nowa wreck of bhumanity—a mere 
child, deferred to by none, peevish, impatient, 
belpiess. Betore bis coodition became a mat- 
ter of secret knowledge in Malone the states- 
man’s house was Overrun with visitors. Since 
that time his lite bus been spent almost wholly 
at his own residence, from which visitors to 
bim are excluded, or being driven about the 
country in 01s carriage. His relatives studi- 
ously keep bim from either public or social 
assem Diages. 

Ihe Republican politicians of Northern New 
York who were wont to consult him for ad- 
vice and influence have long since ceased their 
pilgrimages. The ex-Vice-President’s family 
are devoted to him, and are untiring in their 
efforts to provide for the invalid’s comfort. 
He clings tenaciously to his physician, Dr. 
Gay, who lives but baif a biock distant from 
him, and who is in almost constant attendance. 
If the latter defers bis stated visit but for an 
bour beis sent for at once. Not a night 
basses that the physician does not attend and 
—— tne sufferer to procure a sembiance of 
sleep. 


NEGRO DISFRANCHISE MENT. 


How Secretary Bayard Accomplished It in 
His Little State. 

WILMuINSdrox. Del., Nov. 17.—|Pittsburg 
Commercial - Gazette.| — Attorney - General 
Payntor said this afternoon that be would 
have Edward Tay lor. Treasurer of the Artisans’ 
Savings Bank, and Walter Bacon, a member of 
this bar, indicted for voting at the municipal 
elechon last June without the tax-receipt 
which is the State qualification for voting at 
all elections. The Attorney General's course 
is believed to be inspired by the Democratic 
leaders of* tho State, including Senator Gray 
and Secretary Bayard, in retaliation 
upon Taylor and Bacon. who are 
piaintiffa in a suit quietly brou gut 
this week through their counsel, Anthony 
Higgins, against Patrick Neary, a county tax- 
coliector of this city, for damages for retusing 
to issue a receipt for the poll-tax of 1885. 
These suits are brought to test the constitu- 
tionality of Mr. Bayard's notorious assessment 
law, which was ventilated in the North Ameri- 
can Review. The clause of the act to be tested 
provides for the disfranchisement for one year 
of those voters who fail to pay their poli-tax 
forany one year. iaylor and Bacon, like 
thousand of others in this State, bad forgotten 
to pay their tax in 1585, and were therefore 
under the law deprivéd, not only of paying that 
tax this year, but also of paying a tax for next 
year, tuus disfrauecbhising them for the late 
election. Under this act there were not fewer 
than 6,000 voters disfranchised for Nov. 2. 
This is Mr. Bayard’s law by his own admis- 
sions, and was enacted in 1873 for the purpose 
of keeping disqualitied the negro voters ot the 
State, which it bas done effectually for thir- 
teen years. 


Denial of Texas Famine Stories. 

Commenting ou recent statements of the 
Rev. John Brown of Albany, Tex., before a 
ministers’ meetmmg in New York, in regard to 
starving people in Texas, tne Galveston News 
says: 

“The Rev. John Brown of Albany, Tex., is 
of a persuasive turn of mind, The News has 
referred to bim several times as a gentieman 
of extravagant statement. He is roaming 
over the North and East making speeches in 
behalf of starviag people in West Texas. Ac- 
cording to his statement the people out there 
are starving. According tothe statements of 
the correspondents of the News the people are 
not starving. The News sent written requests 
to its representatives in the section of Texas 
recently stricken witb drouth that resulted in 
interviews with three leading citizens of each 
town concerning the extent of the suffering 
and the prospects abead. Although the Rev. 
Jobn Brown baiis from Albany, io Shackleford 
County, be does not teli the same story to the 
Nortb that the News obtained through its 
pointed instruction to correspondents. The 
News published tme reports from the West. 
and the public read them, and those that read 
also the speeches of the Rev. John Brown are 
surprised, to say the least. The facts are that 
the northwestern part of Texas suffered a 
temporary calamity in consequence of the dry 
weatver, and many wen, women, and children 
were left in an almost desolate condition, but 
the county authorities and the well-to-do peo- 
ple formed relief commmtees and supplied 
immediate assistance. If there were any signs 
of bread riota, or if any people went from a 
starving couch to a grave, the faets have been 
remarkably concealed.” 


Col. Kuox on the Case of Mr. Rea. 

The Evening Mail having assailed Mr. H. J. 
MacFariand, assignee of A. S. Gage & Co., for 
not giving a situation to a member of the First, 
Regiment, State Guard, the Colonel of the regi- 


ment writes the foliowing expianatory letter 
exonerating Mr. MacFariand from blame: 


HEADQUARTERS First INFANTRY, I. N. G., 
CHICAGY, Nov, .- Hr. N. II. Wilson, with A. &. 
Gage & Co.—DEAR Sin: Yours of this date re- 
ceived. The article in the Mail is, I think, very 
unjust to Mr. MacFarland. I presume the article 
has reference to Mr. as case. I took the 
trouble to investigate this case, and found that 
Rea did not work a day for the house of A. S.

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Ar the meeting of the Council last even- 
ing the Stewart avenue and Jackson street 
bridge ordinance was advanced a stage 
despite the strenuous efforts of Colvin, Cul- 
lerton, Hull, and Hildreth. The vote by 
which the ordinance was sent to the Joint 
Committee on Railroads and Harbors and 
Bridges was reconsidered after a stubborn 
fight. It was then sent under the rules to 
the Railroad Committee, consisting of Ald.

ABOUT DESTROYING THE BALLOTS. 

A correspondent who writes in opposition 
to any amendment of the new Election law 
makes a special plea in favor of retaining 
the clause providing for the destruction of 
the ballots immediately after they are count- 
ed. Ile says: 


The ballots in the State of New York have been 
troyed for a hundred years, and we certainly 
saw the good results of it at the last Presidential 
election, because if the ballots had been pre- 
served and contested in the courts in quo war- 
ranto poe and all such things no person 
what results might have happened. The 
uncertainties of the matter would have rendered 
the people of the United States almost wild with 
anxiety. 

When the clerks and the juages are divided be- 
twixt the political parties, and when each party 
is entitied to one or more watchers at the can- 
vass by the judges, and when there ure small pre- 
cincta, it is next to impossible that any fraud or 
grievous error should be committed, and the 
probabilities are that, the vote being declared 
openly and publiely by each judge and a certitl- 
cate made before the general result of the elec- 
tion is known, greater accuracy will be attained 
than inany other possible way. 

And then further: It either party objects to 
the returns when opened by the General Board 
of Canvassers the judges and clerks of election 
and those present can be brought before the 
board, put on oath and examined, and a contest 
then and there made immediately, within two or 
three days after the election, and it seems im- 
possible, and the experience of the last canvass 
shows, that there can be no grievous wrong 
which will not be corrected by the Board of Can- 
vassers, instead of before a court six months aft- 
er the election, by counting ballots which proba- 
bly have been stuffed into the box by some 
Mackin, or, as usually isthe result, the box has 
been openéd and the ballots have been inter- 
fered with to a greater or less extent, and the 
ballots will finally be rejected as incompetent 
evidence, as was done in the Carter Harrison 
case. No good has ever come to the public 
through a contest in the courts. nor has the re- 
sult ever been declared different from what ap- 
peared upon the returns. 


The example of New York State, which 
the correspondent cites with such a flourish 
in favor of destroying the ballots, is not con- 
clusive. It is notorious that in no Northern 
State—not even in Ohlo—have there been 
such extensive election frauds asin New 
York. The destruction of the ballots facili- 
tates the escape of the perpetrators and pro- 
tects the candidate in whose interest the 
fraud was committed. Itis notorious and 
conceded even by Democrats that in 1868 
Gen. Grant got an honest majority of 20,000 
over Seymour at the Presidential election. 
Yet Seymour was given a colorable majority 
of 10,000. The fact that the ballots were 
destroyed prevented all investigation into the 
wholesale frauds perpetrated. The face of 
the returns was the only documentary evi- 
dence. Who can tell now after an election 
in New York City how the thousands 
of persons supplied with fraudulent 
naturalization papers vote of who 
is the beneficiary of their Illegal 
votes? There is not an election in that city 
at which there are not wholesale frauds com- 
mitted, and there is hardly an instance where 
the perpetrators have been brought to jus- 
dee. Ever since the Polk-Clay contest in 
that State it has had a notoriety for fraudu- 
lent voting. The Whigs always maintained 
that Clay carried the State in 1844, as the 
Republicans do that Grant carried it in 1868, 
but were cheated out of its Electoral vote. 
The correspondent says ‘‘no person could 
tell what the results might have been if 
the ballots in New York had not been de- 
stroyed after the last Presidential election.” 
One result might be to prove that more ille- 
gal votes were cast for Cleveland in New 
York City through the underground work of 
the balls“ and ‘‘bosses” than his trifling 
plurality, and that therefore Biaine was 
rightfully entitled to the Presideney. This 
would not have been a public calamity. 

Wen the clerks and judges are divided 
““among the political parties,” ete., says our 
correspondent, ‘‘ it is next to impossible that 
any fraud or grievous error should be com- 
mitted.“ Ile cites the last election in this 
city as a case in point. The citation again is 
unhappy. Mr. Underwood, in a letter al- 
ready quoted, makes a statement which goes 
far to show that some of the judges of elec- 
tion cannot be trusted and that the Election 
Commissioners have failed to enforce the law 
against them. Mr. Underwood writes: 


The figures of the official returns in the Ser 
enth Precinct of the Sixth Ward all showed, with 
the exception of one taily-sheet, where there 
were 100 tallies, 110 votes for Gleeson, 76 for 
Woodman, and 75 for Lawler. The jndges and 
clerks also recoliccied that Gleeson got 110. 

The Canvassing Board, however, by further ex- 
amination, clicited the fact that one of the indaes 
had made out a se-calied police return from one 
Of the tully-sheets before the canvass had eon 
fully completed by putting the figures on the re- 
turns. Another judge took this polſee return 
and read off to the same judge who had made it 
the figures and names, while the latter filled out 
a duplicate police return. The present law does 
not know such a thing asa police return. This 
—5 return, having been copied from the de- 
ective taily-sheet, gave Gleeson only hb votes. 
No proclamation whatever of the result of the 
election at that precinct by the judges was 

roved. The Canvassing Board, except Mr. 

ashburne. decided that such reading by one 
to another from a police return was a proc- 
as Gefined in the present law. 


Is not this a pretty clear case of neglect of 
duty on the part of the judges? Has not the 
Canvassing Board by its decision condoned 
this neglect of duty? A recount of the bal- 


lots, if they had been preserved, would prob- 


ably have shown that Gleeson was given 110. 


votes, or ten more than was credited to him, 
and Lawler’s plurality of six would thus have 
been wiped out. 

If such negligence, or worse, on the part 
of the judges is condoned thus early in the 
history of the Election law what may be 
expected later on? There are now three 


parties in Chicago—the Republican party, 


the Democratic party, and the Socialist Demo- 
eratic party. The law is administered by a 
Democratic Socialist Judge. He will proba- 
bly constitute the Election Commission of a 
strong Democrat, a Socialist Democrat, and 
an alleged Republican, selected for him by 
some Democratic wire-puller. The election 
judges will be similarly eonstituted, one rank 
Democrat, one rank Socialist, and one weak 
Republican, and the preference for clerks 
will be doubtless a Socialist Democrat and a 
Democratic Soeialist, and no Republican 
clerks in any of the foreign or tough wards. 
Thus the Reublicans will not be represented 
among the officials who make the serutiny 
after registration. Somo of the so-called 
Republican judges even now seem to be 
rather weak-kneed. ‘ That was shown in the 
case of one of the precincts of the First Ward. 
It could doubtless be shown in reference to 
other precincts. 

When the Eighteenth Ward fraud was 
committed one of the judges, Dr. Strausser, 
was an alleged Republican. He was probably 
as strong a party man as scores of alleged 
Republican judges will be under the new 
law as administered by Prendergast. What 
would have been the result if the Eighteenth 
Ward ballots had been destroyed the night 
of the election in 18849 WoAildn’t the poll- 
list as made out by Hansbrough, and signed 
by Ilansbrough, Strausser, and Shields, the 
other Democratic judge, have been allowed 
to stand? Wouldn’t Brand have been elect- 
ed State Senator? Wouldn’t he have taken 
his seat instead of Leman, the Republican ? 
The evidence ot the fraud would have been 
effectually destroyed. It would not have 
been necessary for Mackin and Gallagher to 
get in thetr fine forgery work. It was the 
pasters put on the tickets by the Hansbrough 
gang that rendered detection so certain that 
Mackin was obliged to burn those tickets and 
forge imitations of the straight Republican 
ballots, and it was the preservation of those 
forged tickets that exposed the fraud, de- 
feated Brand, elected Leman, and landed 
Mackin in the penitentiary. 

Look at some of the consequences. There 
would have been no Pence“ Election law 
if Brand had been seated, as both Houses of 
the Legislature would have been Democratic. 
A Democrat, probably Carter II. IIarri- 
son—for Brand was pledged to him— 
would be in the United States Senate instead 
of Logan, and the Democratic gang would be 
in control of city and county affairs for years 
to come. The result of the contest in that 
ease showed the wisdom of not destroying 
the ballots and the necessity that exists for 
preserving the testimony. 

The correspondent’s allusion to Prender- 
gast’s decision in reference to the ballots in 
the Harrison-Smith contest is unfortunate. 
Under Prendergast’s ruling in that case the 
ballots were in effect destroyed. He kept 
them from scrutiny as effectively as if he 
had reduced them to ashes, 

Lf we had Judges above reproach and above 
snspicion, if we had an administration of the 
law that could be implicitly relied on, it 
would make little difference whether the bal- 
lots were burned or not. But as we have 
neither the one nor the other, and as we are 
likely to be worse off, the ballots ought to be 
preserved, as they will do much towards de- 
terring the criminal classes from perpetrating 
Hansbrouch-Mackin tricks on the voters. As 
matters stand now the election inspectors 
have it in their power in the tough wards to 
make changes of 200 to 400 votes in the result 
in a single precinct, and after burning the 
ballots can snap their fingers at the candi- 
dates defeated by their villany and at the 
party. The new law ought to be amended to 
correspond with the act preserving the bal- 
lots in all other parts of the State. 
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SOCIALISTS OPPOSE CO-OPERATION. 

The English-speaking section of the Social- 
ists, who have all along howled for universal 
codperation and advocated it as the panacea for 
all the its of the workingman, as might have 
been expected have thrown cold water on the 
proposition of the Knights of Labor to start 
pork-packing by codéperation so as to give 
employment to the workingmen who may 
find themselves left out by the packers at 
the Stock-Yards. Various reasons were 
assigned by these uncomfortable and unrea- 
sonable individuals for their advice, but in 
the end it amounts to this: that they have 
been deluding the workingmen with their 
chaff about cobperation, that they don’t be- 
lieve in it, and that they know it will not 
sueceed. The Anarchists in the County Jail 
followed the same course with regard to the 
eight-hour system. They howled for it so 
long as it could answer their infamous pur- 
poses, and when it ceased to do that they 
announced that they didn’t care anything 
about the * but in fact opposed it be- 
cause it might satisfy the workmen and 
thereby weaken the demand for Socialism. 

These Socialistic agitators and walking 
delegates ”—the Morgans, Butlers, Schillings, 
Staubers, Barrys, Gruenhuts, Seibs, Owens, 
and others who denounce this experiment 
in co}peration—are the very men who have 
been making the rounds of the secret lodges 
telling the workingmen that they are wage- 
slaves, that they are working ten hours for 
four hours’ pay, and that all the profits of 
their earnings go to the wage-payers, They 
have been poisoning the miuds of thousands 
of workingmen against capital and their em- 
ployers and telling them that codperation is 
the only remedy for their troubles. ‘Then, 
when an actual test of experimental codpera- 
tion is about to be made, when they are 
taken at their word, and unemployed 
workingmen turn to this remedy for 
relief, they are told by these hypocrits 
and demagogs that it is impracticable 
and will only result in failure! It proves 
that they have been lying for demagogic rea- 
sons. They know now, as they have known 
all along, that codperation is not a remedy 
for the troubles of the working class. Every 
time they have uttered these lies in the se- 
cret lodges and misled members with their 
advice they have known that the working- 
men could not carry out cobperative schemes 
and compete with their present employers, 
and that if they attempted it on the basis of 
paying ten hours’ wages for eight hours’ 
work they would go to pieces in no time. 
They kuew that if there were such profits, 
or one-tenth of the profits, in the business 
as they declared there would be a rush into 
it all over the United States. 

In England codperation has met with con- 
siderable success, especially where it has 
been practiced by capable, sober, reliable 
workingmen, but not yet to an extent that 
can remove the system beyond the regions of 
doubt. It has failed in numerous cases and 
it has succeeded in some, but it has never 
succeeded on any such absurd plan as paying 
Its 


: ten hours’ wages for eight hours’ work, 
— success in that country has been ia | 


its management of stores. It has been found 


more practical to make cooperation thrive on 
the profits of middlemen than on the profits 
of manufacturers, and in numerous cases it 
has been proved that they can sell cheaper 
than the other shops and still have a margin 
of profits to help pay the running ex- 
penses of its business. The same kind 
of co¥peration is practical here. There 
is ample opportunity for workingmen to buy 
their supplies much more cheaply than they 
do, and Tux Cuicaco TripuNE has more 
than ouce pointed out to them how much 
they could add to the purchasing power of 
their wages by a simple plan of codperation 
involving advertising tor quantity and buy- 
ing by wholesale; but this common-sense 
“proposal received no favor at the hands of 
the leaders. These walking delegates have 
never yet done anything nor advised anything 
that has added value to the workingman’s 
money, or that has given him a hint how by 
industry, omy, and ‘sobriety he may lin- 
prove his circttmstances. Whatever advice 
they have given they have at once retracted 
when the workingmen sought to follow it, 
or if the workingmen have acted upon their 
suggestions they have invariably suffered for 
it. Will the time ever come when they will 
see through the Morgans, Butlers, Barrys, 
Staubers, and other political demagogs who 
are using them for their own selfish purposes ? 


PROPOSED NEW INAUGURATION-DAY. 

At the last session of Congress Senator 
Ingalls proposed a constitutional amendment 
which would extend Mr. Cleveland’s term 


over two months and make the next inaugu- 
ration tall on May 30, and cause that day to 


take the place of March 4 in the calendar of 
the Federal Government. The object sought 
by Mr. Ingalls Is to make the next inaugura- 
tion take place precisely 100 years from the 
date of Washington’s installation as Presl- 
dent. Owing to the delay in getting the re- 
turns from the first Presidential election and 
startin® the machinery: of the new Govern- 
ment Washington’s inauguration did not take 
place until May 30, and it is contended by 
some that the next Presidential term should 
have begun just four years from that date 
and so on thereafter. Such persons certainly 
have considerable support in the language of 
the Constitution, which. says the President 
** shall hold his office during the term of four 
years” without specifying when the term 
shall begin. IIowever, the change to May 
30 is proposed simply to make Inauguration- 
Day the anniversary of Washington’s induc- 
tion into office and bring it into an appro- 
priate season for pageantry and out-door dis- 
play. 

The fore part of March is the worst part 
of the yearin Washington, and the cere- 
monies of inauguration are usually conducted 
in a raw, rainy, chilly atmosphere ill-suited 
to enthusiasm or proper military and civic 
demonstrations. If the day were changed to 
May 30 there would bea practical certainty 
of genial weather—neither too hot nor too 
cold. Then, too, it would be highly appro- 
priate to make Inauguration-Day an anni- 
versary and cause the next President to be 
sworn in precisely a century after Washing- 
ton took the oath. For all these reasons Mr. 
Ingalls’ proposition merits favor, but the 
main objection is, that it seems to stand in 
the way of a change demanded for other than 
sentimental reasons. It is generally con- 
ceded that Congress should convene Immedi- 
ately after the election of a House of Repre- 
sentatives and the new members take their 
seats at once instead of waiting a year as is 
the case now except in the unusual event of 
a special session being called. In all other 
parliamentary governments representatives 
take their seats at the first session after their 
election. Our practice is anomalous, confus- 
ing, unsatisfactory, and without any 
good reason to support it. Repre- 
sentatives should come fresh from 
the people and ready to proceed at 
once to the performance of the duties for 
which they were chosen, as is the case with 
all our State Legislatures. In these days of 
rapid travel there is no reason why a House 
elected in the first week of November should 
not convene in December, but if this change 
should be made and Inauguration-Day be set 
for May 30 anew House of Representatives 
would be in session six months before a 
President chosen at the same time could take 
his seat. If, on the other hand, the day of 
inauguration alone should be changed the 
short session of Congress would gain sixty 
days and could accomplish much more than 
heretofore. Such a policy, however, would 
continue the anomaly of a legislative body 
remaining unorganized for overa year after 
the election of its members. Leaving In- 
auguration-Day where it is or changing it to 
May 30, anew House might convene within a 
month after its election, complete its organi- 
zation, and after the holiday recess have two 
months to spend in preliminary work, when 
the new President would be sworn in and 
could participate with it in perfecting legis- 
lation. Mr. Ingalls’ proposition, although 
fair in itself, does not helpon the change 
most urgently needed. 


DEATH AMONG HIGH POLITICIANS. 

Death has been making sad havoc this 
year in the political world, particularly of 
New York. That State has lost Horatio 
Seymour, Gen. Hancock, and Samuel J, 
Tilden, all of whom had Presidential am- 
bitions; John Kelly, the long-time leader of 
Tammany; Hubert O. Thompson, the leader 
of the County Democracy; and Chester A, 
Arthur, who was nominated for the Vice- 
Presidency as a concession and elevated to 
the Presidency by a calamity. And now 
comes the news that ex-Vice-President 
Wheeler, who ran upon the same ticket with 
Hayes, is in a precarious condition of health 
and is slowly wearmg out with insomnia and 
other troubles, When he shall have passed 
away there will be but two left out of the 
long line of ex-Presidents and Vice-Presi- 
dents—-Mr. Hayes and the veteran Hannibal 
Iiamlin, the companion of Abraham Lincoln 
in his first term. There must be added to 
the list of the dead in our own State 
David Davis, Senator and ex-President pro 
tem. of the Senate, and in Massachusetts 
Charles Francis Adams, grandson of the sec- 
ond President and son of the sixth President, 
who had himself been nominated for the 
Vice-Presidency, had been a candidate for the 
Presidency, had been elected to Congress, 
and had filled important diplomatic positions 
m which he served his country usefully and 
honorably. As the old man’s reason had 
been clouded for some years and he had 
reached an age which, as life goes nowadays, 
may be called venerable, his death cannot 
be looked upon as a matter for regret. He 
had finished up his work, and that work was 
well and faithfully done and merited honor- 
able reward, notwithstanding the sneers 
which are so frequentiy cast upon the rigid- 
ity and frigidity of the Adams family. If 
there were more of that hereditary pride and 
dignity in our political world there would 
be a good deal more honesty in it also, 

Among the dead politicians whom we have 
named there are but three—Seymour, Tilden, 
and Adams—who should have died in this 
year of grace. These three had reached a 
period of lite when the physical powers are 


| so weakened that death may be expected at 


any time. They were in the ripe sheaf when 
they passed away. All of them had fin- 
ished up their tasks and the night had come 
when they could work no longer. The oth- 
ers, however, should have had many indus- 
crious, honorable years before them, and 
would have had bad they been more moder- 
ate in their taxation of physical strength 
and their drain upon vital resources. They 
passed away in their prime and were 
broken down at a time when they 
should have been in their full physical and 
mental strength. There might be a lesson 
in their fate of much value to their contem- 
poraries, but as experiences of this kind are 
not confined to politicians, and the lesson 
would not be heeded, it would be profitless 
to point to it. The end, however, is just as 
clear and merciless. In these days of effort 
to enhance production by economy of time it 
is possible to produce double the work in 
half the time, but in the aggregate of a life 
nature comes out ahead. What a man gains 
at one end she cuts off at the other, and if 
in addition to doubling the work he abuses 
himself she not only stops the work but 
the man also long before his time. 
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THE NEW YORK BOODLE ALDERMEN. 

The State’s evidence given by ex-Ald, 
Fullgraff and Duffy of the New York boodle 
gang, published in yesterday’s Tntnuxx, por- 
trays a line of facts which was previously 
known to a moral certainty to exist. It re- 
quired no confession on the witness-stand to 
convince the intelligent public that the Al- 
dermen who voted to allow a railroad to be 
built and operated along Broadway, the city 
getting nothing in return for the franchise, 
were paid for their votes. Even before In- 
spector Byrnes had wormed the secret out of 
Boodler Jaehne, who is now “ doing time” 
at Sing Sing, the public knew that the fran- 
chise had been bought by an enormous cor- 
ruption fund. The outlines of the shadow 
are now filled in and every important detail 
disclosed. The story in brief is this: For 
halt a million of dollars cash the franchise 
was given, and the money put into the hands 
of a go-between to be paid when the job was 
over. Where the boodlers met, what was 
said, who were in it originally and who were 
brought in later, and all the other details are 
brought out. There seems to be no escape 
possible for either bribers, bribe-takers, or 
go-betweens, except as some of them have 
fled to Canada. The net of justice has made 
no such haul since Tweed and his pals were 
caught, 

Bad as is the state of affairs revealed by 
these confessions, and however much sur- 
prise they may cause in that and other cit- 
ies, no intelligent citizen of Chicago will see 
any improbability in the disclosure. Year 
after year franchises have been granted by 
our own Board of Aldermen which could 
only be explained by the one word boodle.”’ 
A few months ago a cable franchise fur- 
nished a casein point. To merely catalog 
this class of franchises would require col- 
umns. The press made such a din about 
the ordinance giving away one of our tun- 
nels that some compensation was finally se- 
cured for the city, but even the furnace heat 
of that discussion did notin the slightest de- 
gree impair the wall which protects the 
boodlers from punishment. Our county af- 
fairs are even worse. Not content with 
squandering the taxes, the ring has issued 
half a million of illegal county orders, and 
these ringsters, like their fellow-boodlers of 
the City-IIall, have no fear of the law be- 
fore their eyes. There are not enough 
Byrneses, Martines, Fullgraffs, and Duffys in 
Chicago to give the most chicken-hearted of 
them all one tremor of fear. 

There is only one way to reach the boodlers, 
and that is through an act of the General As- 
sembly. Upon the very lintel of the chapter 
of the Reyised Statutes on jurors the minis- 
ters of justice are met with the provision: 
Be it enacted by the people of the State 
of Illinois, represented in the General Assem- 
bly. that the County Board of each county 
shall at or before the time of its meeting in 
September of each year, or at any time there- 
after when necessary for the purposes of this 
act, make a list to be known as the jury 
list.” That is enough. Here isa wall no 
power on earth can batter down or scale, 
except the people of the State of Illinois, 
represented in the General Assembly.” 
Newspapers may expose and honest men 
may demand prosecution, but so long as the 
making of jury lists is left where it is noth- 
ing can be done. 

It is urged that the law works satisfactorily 
in the other counties, This may be true. We 
certainly have no ideathat any other city and 
county can at all approach Chicago and Cook 
County in boodleism; but we submit that, in- 
dependent of the abuses which are known to 
exist here, the law is wrong. In every coun- 
ty the Board ot Commissioners or Supervisors 
has large discretionary power, and is liable 
to abuse it. The principle of the Llinois 
jury law is fundamentally bad. There are 
millions of dollars spent by these boards out- 
side of Cook County, and there is practically 
no legal check upon the rascality of these 
disbursements. Can any good reason be 
given for singling out county boards for ex- 
emption from prosecution for the abuse of a 
public trust ? 

But whatever the next General Assembly 
may decide to do in this matter for the rest 
of the State, it should not fail to so amend 
the law that there will be a chance to indict 
and convict the boodle Aldermen and Com- 
missioners in Cook County. With jury re- 
form effected the boodlers, out of office as 
well as in, may be compelled to choose be- 
tween flight, State’s evidence, or the peni- 
tentlary.

Enlarging the City. 

There seems to be no doubt that Sec. 36 of 
the Town of Jefferson will be added to the city 
at the next spring election. All the difficul- 
ties in the way have been surmounted through 
the sensible give-and-take policy adopted by the 
Judiciary Committee of the City Council. The 
question of the share of the schoo! indebted. 
ness of the section which the city sbould 
assume was the principal difficulty in the way. 
That bas been satisfactorily settled. The city 
assumes more than its share, but as neariy 
halt the children of the district are now in at- 
tendance atthe public schools vf Chicago— 
without payment of any fees as required by 
law—it is only a little stretch of further 
leniency to assume the $12,000 of schoo) in- 
aebtedness. There seems to be no wunicipal 
indebtedness for the district. Another diffi- 
culty was that for purposes of assessment the 
district must be added to the West Town of 
Chicago as well as to the city. This has beon 
surmounted by providing for the submission 
of the two propositions of annexation at the 
same time. 

The addition of the district to Chicago will 
of course be of greater benefit to the former 
than to tne city. The people of the reg on now 
have very fewof the advantages that their 
neighbors inside the city limits have. They 
have neither gas nor water. They have no 
sewers to speak of. The school accommoda- 
tions are miserably inadequate. The taxes, 
notwithstanding, are enormously high—more 
than twice as bigh as the city taxes. It will 
be a great relief to the people to get into the 
city, therefore. Besides lowering their taxes, 
their property will be appreciated beyond a

Will Chicago Catch Up with Brooklyn? 

Great pleasure was given to the inhabitants of 
Chicago by Senator Beck's remark at the Iro- 
quois banquet that he expected to live to see Chi- 
cago excel New York in magnitude, power, and 
importance. Wehope that Senator Beck may 
live long and prosper, but we don’t expect that he 
will live quite so long as that. 

In the matter of population Chicago will be 
lucky if she ever catches up with our suburb 
Brooklyn. It is a curious fact that im the thirty 
years between 1850 and 1880, covering the whole 
— of the Western city’s phenomenal growth, 

rooklyn actually gained about as many inhab- 
itants as Chicago did. The boom continues 
across the river. We doubt if in the whole his- 
tory of Chicagos marvelous development there 
is/anything more wonderful than the present 
ate of progress in Brooklyn. Comparatively 
few New-Yorkers, indeed, have an adequate idea 
of the contemporaneous growth of the city at the 
other end of the big bridge. 

Brooklyn is a part, and onlya part, of the 
mighty metropolis which Senator Beck expects 
to see outstripped by the young giant of the 
West. Chicago's progress has been one of the 
marvels of the age, and, we hope, will so con- 
tinue. Yet neither Senator Beck, nor his chil- 
dren, nor his descendants of the third or fourth 
generation are likely to see that fine town atthe 
head of American cities. They are quite as likely 
to see Chicago excelled by Minneapolis and St. 
Paul in magnitude, power, and importance. In- 
deed, Mr. Seward used to say that St. Paul was 
destined to be the Captal of united North Amer- 
ica.—New York Sun. n 

We will not stop to dispute the Minne- Paul 
part of the above. Those cities will grow in 
proportion to the extent of trade they absorb 
in the Red Kiver region and beyond. Brooklyn 
bears much the same relation to New York 
that our West Division bears to Chicago. 
Brooklyn and New York have made large ad- 
ditions to their territory and population, while 
Chicago bas made practically none for twenty 
years. The decenniai growth of. Brooklyn and 
Chicago since 1850 compares as follows:

It will be observed that the percentage of 
Chicago's increase is far greater than that of 
Brooklyn. In 1850 the latter contained more 
tban three times the population of the former. 
In 1860 Brooklyn outnumbered Chicago by 
154,486; in 1570 only 97,322; in 1880 only 63,478; 
and we are quite confident that Chicago has 
now passed Brooklyn in che race and is 50,000 
to 75,000 the larger city of the two. But this is 
not all. Chicago is surrounded on three sides 
by heavily-populated suburbs, each separated 
from the main city by nothing but a street, on 
one side of which is Chicago and on the other 
the suburb. The population of those suburbs 
last summer was over 150,000, of which num- 
der 100,000 are about ripe for annexation. The 
population of what is commercially Chicago 
exceeds 850,000. Is not this close on the 
heels of Philadelphia? The censue of 1890 will 
in all probability find a round million of peo- 
ple within this city if the limits are extended 
meanwhile to embrace what properly belongs 
to Chicago.

A WELI-KNOWN grain and provision broker 
in Minneapolis writes bis Chicago correspond- 
ent in regard to the wheat crop of the North- 
west. The following is an abstract of the way 
in which hétreats the situation: 


The elevator lines have sold wheat against 
purchases in the country. and there is not one of 
them that would dare to buy in their futures and 
stand long on the cash market, knowing as they 
do what is back of them. They know that last year 
the railroads in Minnesota and Dakota handled 
and moved to receiving centres more wheat than 
the Government estimate of the whole cro 
leaving out of the account the need of a sin 18 
bushel for seed or other requirements. This 
year the Government estimate would appear to 

e as tar out of line, if not farther away from the 
real facts of the situation. The official report 
warrants an estimate of about 60,000,000 bushels 
for Minnesota and Dakota. But the country ele- 
vators in the State and Territory have now in 
store 25,000,000 busnels. Minneapolis, St. Paul, 
and Duluth have received since Sept. 1 about 
24,000,000, Chicago and Milwaukee have received 
from the southern part of the same region 
not less than 2.000.000, and the country 
mills outside of the cities named have 
ground, say, another 5,000,000. Here is a 
total of 56,000,000 bushels, which is not far from 
the Government estimate, and there is yet to 
move out of the hands of farmers 22,000,000, be- 
sides the 17,000,000 they have to reserve for seed. 
And these figures are very conservative. The 
quantity allowed for country mills is almost cer- 
tainly too low, and a great deal of wheat was 
moved out in August, all of which was not from 
the old crop. The yield per acre this year is un- 
precedented, though a good many people expect- 
ed the crop would be a bad failure, and held on 
to their old wheat for the better market the 
thought must ensue. They were disappointe 
and now the bountiful crop of this year is added 
to rather large quantities of the old that was left 
over. The statement that the State and Ter- 
ritory will turn out during the current crop year 
a round 100,000,000 bushels would be rather under 
the mark than overit. There is a large quantity 
of wheat stored in private elevators in Minne- 
apolis which does not enter into the statement 
of the visible supply, and they are pouring it into 
long lines of shedsin Duluth, with more threat- 
ening to comein than they can take care of. It 
is probably true that England wants a great deal 
of our wheat this year, but it will be found very 
hard to bull“ it with so much in sight and so 
much more pressing forward for recognition. The 
heaviest receipts have yet to come forward.

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THE FALSTAFF OF FARCE. 


CRANE AND HIS DELINEATION OF THE 
BRAGGART KNIGHT. 


A Rendition Which Fails to Appreciate the 
Fall Extent of the Shakspearean Char- 
acter—Robson as Slender—Points Where- 
in the Two Comedians Seem to Have 
Been Lacking—“A Trip to Africa” and 
“Erminie’’ as Renderd Last Night. 

Shakspeare’s Merry Wives of Windsor” is 
one of his comedies which one oftenér skips 
than reads, but which, nevertheless, is more 
readily enjoyed inthe book than on the stage. 

It is almost impossible to recall the atmosphere 

of holiday Windsor during Queen Bess’ reign 

and to enter into the spirit of the blunt 
and grots bumor of those buxom days. 


Humor is but the fashion of a particular place 
and time, and when it is revived it is like 
drawing from an old closet a dusty, faded coat 
that was once gay and once covered perhaps a 
joyous beart. And so the merry farce that 
the poet is said to have written to order for 


the English Queen is now but the 
ghost of its old self; the comedy 
of its language bas mostiy «one, 


and the comedy of its incident alone remains. 
Woen it was new it was loved only because it 
contained Faistaff and showed him in a most 
ridicu.ous plight. It must be remembered that 
those who saw tae piece first knew Falstaff’s 
shrewdness, wit, conceit, and selfishness, from 
bis conduct in Henry IV.,“ and they were 
prepared to enjoy beholding him when 
piunged into novel and improbable situations. 
Now, however. if one does not know 
the Falstaff of Henry I1V."’—the brilliant old 
reprobate who charmed the beart of Prince 
Hal and won the love even of those whom he 
swindied—one will see but a mountain of 
mummy, the Samson of satire shorn gad wad- 
dling among Delilahs. 

But Falstaff ie welcome even if he comes 
with the babbling women instead of princely 
company. As Mr. Crane personated bim 
last night he is rubicund, “two yards 
about. and bis tace is fringed 
with reddish beard. His attire is ot 
velvet slashed with gold and probably a little 


when de was at his wit's end to pay Dame 
Quickiy’sacore. The actor does not try to 
preserve the hard intellectual strength and 
the background of breeding which one feels 
in the Falstaff of the historical play; indeed, 
the farce does not reguire him to do 
so, and it is only a tradition of 
the stage that this subtie dignity underlying 
all the superficial qualities of the old sinner 
should be preserved, if possible, in the midst 
of the rank follies of the farce. Mr. Crane, 
however, could slightly elevate the tone of 
the characterization without spoiling any of the 
fun be gets out of it. When be acts the real Fa- 
staff of comedy (as one hopes he will some day) 
he will see that there is a something in the 
Kaigut that should distinguish bim among the 
rich citizens of Windsor and make him both 
mentally and socaliy their superior. Mr. 
Crane bows in a flattered way when Brook au- 
dresses Falstaff as a man of excellent breed- 
m. ete. This strikes one as wrong. 
Falstaff sbould take the remark not as 
a compliment but as a matter of course, 
because he is in his breeding much better than 
any burgess of Windsor could ever hope to be. 
it is bard to do, but at the same time it is not 
impossible to convey the impression that Fal- 
staff, despite all bis wretched straits in the 
tarce, is a gentieman. 

Leaving the question of tone apart for the 
present, Mr. Orane’s Faistaff bas many points 
that are admirable. Perhaps no other Falstaff 
ever showed such readiness, such gusto, and 
such perfect acquaintance with the matter as 
Mr. Crane does in draining a tangard of sack. 
His enjoyment of it reaches to his boots, and 
the respiratory subsidence after the feat 
is alarmingly natural. In facial expres- 
sion, too, the actor is very bappy. The 
quick transiuons of thought mirror themselves 
vividly in dis features, and are always gen- 
uinely comical. Now and then there is a 
tendency to borseplay of which one is jealous, 
as in the floundering about on the floor when 
he is at the feet of Mrs. Ford, but even this is 
judiciously tempered. On the whole, it 1a a 
portrag al that is hopeful and de- 
serving of praise, and if it is not the 
Falstaff of Shakespeare the actor may reply 
and truly that the Falstaff of Sbakspeare is 
not in the Merry Wives of Windsor” 

And Mr. Robson is the Slender; but it is not 
the Slender that one expected from Robson, 
who is supposed to spend his days in study 
while he devotes his nights to art. In 
the fret piace as to costume. Slender never 
wore such glittering lace of gold, such 
spangies, and such glory of silk and satin 
cloaks. Neither did he wear that look of latent 
intelligence so strongly marked on Mr. Rob 
son's face. Slender was not in his day a suc 
cesstul comedian. One thing he did wear that 
Mr. Robson bas forgotten was a “ cane-colored 
beard. But, indeed, when speaking about 
costumes, the citizens of Windsor did 
not in Elizabeth's day flaunt the ruffles 
and velvets of cavaliers, and never bore 
themselves so that they could brave it over 
men like Sir John Falstaff. One may doubt, 
too, if Mrs. Ford bad a French clock and mod- 
ern bronzes over her fireplace. Still, such 
things might have been possible if it was pos- 
sibie for Sir Joun Falstaft to de 
pitched into the Thames and to ap- 
pear shortiy afterwards in the same suit 
which bad somehow or other escaped damp- 
ness. This -miracie must be credited to Mr. 
Crane. 

It must not be supposed from these remarks 
that the production is greatly marred by care- 
lesness; they are petty lapses which, like 
faults of pronunciation in the members of 
the companr, may easily be corrected. 
Siender, purposely or otherwise, goes, astray 
with armigero, and the quantities are wrong 
in both iostances when Ford uses the word 
* Epicurean” and Dr. Caius that of Hippoo- 
rates. Réasonabie care bas been taken with 
the setting, which affords a few correct views 
of old architecture in Windsor. Miss May 
Waldron made a most pleasing impression 
as Mrs. Page. She has a good, jolly 
face of much mobility, and roguish eyes. 
One was apt to wonder, however, how it was 
that the Mrs. Page of the performance was 
younger than ber own daughter. Are Robson 
and Crane fullowing the methods of operatic 
managers in making the middle-aged wives of 
Windsor into charming young women? Miss 
Selena Fetter did not get a remark- 
ably firm grasp of the character of 
Mrs. Ford, but was negatively acceptabie. 
The part of Justice Shallow was undietinctiy 
plaved; that of Dr. Caius was picturesquely 
taken by Mr. Louis Carpenter, and Sir Hugh 
Evans was made sufficiently eccentric by Mr. 
Van Deren. Mr. Harris and Mr. Handyside 
(Fora and Page, respectively) are old acquaint- 
ances of Dromio days, and they read their 
lines with commendabdle distinctness. The 
former, by the way, was made up to look 
like a Spaniard rather than au Engliéh- 
man. Harry Langdon was excellent in the 
part of the Host. Mrs. Georgie Dickson gave 
much of the vieorous vitality of Mrs. Quickly, 
subjecting the surface of the character to a 
process of refinement that was not objection- 
able. A little reminder of what isso pleasmg- 
ly paradoxical in opera was the boy attendant 
of Falstaff, who was a girl. 


‘*Erminie” as Given at Hooley’s. 

For a number of months “*Erminie” has 
been played in New York with an wnovarying 
success, due, one should imawine, rather to the 
cleverness of the performers than to any un- 
usual charm in the opera. in Chicago it was 
seen some time ago for a short and capricious 
period. It was seen throuch a glass darkly, 
however. The company that gave it was so 
thoroughly madequate that the affair 
was almost crimisal “Erminie” came 
to Hooley's this week almost a 
stranger. It belongs to a Class of 
licht operas that is well known in these days.

The committee 
further says it rejoices over Count Ka:noky’s 
statement that in foreign affairs the confidence 

on Austria enjoys is fortified by tie clear 
and unselfish policy of the Government, ang 
it is grateful that Austria's relations with Ger- 
many bave been strengthened without affect- 
ing her friendly relations with Russia. Allu- 
sion is made to the accord and identity of in- 
terests between Engiand and Austria in many 
important points, and reference is wade to the 
Tact that Austria expects to reach an under- 
standing with Italy which will prove mvtually 
advantageous and in the interest of peace. 
The committee applauds and approves Count 
Kalnoky's efforts to amicably settle the ques- 
tions pending with Russia, and bopes they may 
succeed, and expresses confidence that Count 
Kalnoky will properly sateguard the interests 
of the monarecby. 

The Hungarian Budget Committee has 
adopted the proposed credit for the oocupa- 
tion of Bosnia and Herzegovina. 


A Solution Facilitated. 

Vienna, Nov. 22.—The Austrian diplomatic 
Officials believe that the rupture between Rus- 
sia and Bulgaria will facilitate the solution of 
the crisis in the Balkans. It is thought that

The Adams-Coleridge Case. 

LONDON, Nov. 22.—|Copvright, 1886, by James 
Gordon Bennett. |—I1 have been told by a ven- 
erable O. C. that today yielded iegal incidents 
unprecedented in English history. In the 
Lord Ubief-Justice’s room, the case of Adams 
vs. Coleridge being on trial, that dignitary 
modestly sat a client amid a full bar, and sub- 
sequentiy entered the witness-box to be 
acrimoniously cross-examined by the plaintiff, 
his son-in-law and deadliest enemy. Coleridge 
followed bis own daughter, wbo was cal'ed last 
Saturday as a witness against ber tather. 
* The case, said this C. C., lies in a moidy 
nutsbell. The plaintiff complains that certain 
documents and letters were libelous. These, 
before he brought the suit and published them 
to the whole world, were known ony to bim 
and to the Coleridges—father and son—and to 
two solicitors. The Lord Chief-Justice testified 
that he left these alleged lihgls with his solic- 
itor as privileged documen The latter inad- 
vertently sent them to the arbitrator on family 
differences, who (since dead) immediately re- 
turned them as irrelevant. Coleridge and his 
solicitor both deciare that the former had no 
knowledge of the alleged publication to the 
arbitrator, and the viaintiff was so informed 
before the suit. I look for a verdict in favor 
of Coleridge on the ground of privilege and 
the absence of intent of matice.”’ 

Then he added (what the whole bar and 
press think as well) bis opinion of the piaintiff, 
whieh it would possibly be libe ous to repeat. 
{ saw Coleridge step into the witness-box look- 
ing as cool and placid as when on the stage at 
the Academy of Music in New York three 
years ago at the great bar reception. His 
manner—Judge and counsel necessarily 
compeling bim to rattle bis own family skel- 
éton that his daughter and son-in-law had 
forced out of its closet—was, however, in- 
finitiy sad. His dignified testimony evidently 
bad great weight with the jurors, as I juagea 
from their bearing. The trial will doubiless 
end Thursday.

Causes a Riot in Paris.

Gordon Bennett.)}—At an early hour this morn-

Just as the door was 
burst open witb a loud crash M. Lalonde, Com- 
missary ot Police, and a squad of gendarmes 
arrived and drove the crowd. I entered the 
apartment with the Commissary of Policé. As 
he opened the door of the dining-room, be- 
bind the shop, we noticed a terrible smell 
that seemed to come from a cupboard. 
The commissary opened the doors of the oup- 
board and we found the dead body ot an old 
lady resting upon a shelf. The body was 
dressed in the latest fasbion, with acorsage of 
embroidered jet beads,a gold eyeglass and 
chain about the neck, and a valencienes lace 
cap on the head, with violet ribbons. The 
bands were crossed on the breast and the 
eyes were open with a ghastly stare. In 
the cupboard also was a small stove full 
of ashes and the embers of coal and wood. 
The gendarmes at once arrested Mile. Ciem- 
entine, who is a rather pretty and fasbionably- 
dressed brunet about 20 years of age. She 
said in reply to questions of the Commissary of 
Police: Tes, this is mv mother, but lam 
entirely innocent. My mother, who is 71 years 
of age, disappeared the 14th of November, and 
then I announced ber disappearance at the po- 
lice station, at the same time depositing at the

change. 1am going to drown myseif. 
Commissary Lalonde remembered the fact 
of Mile. Clementine’s visit to the police station 
the day alleged.

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AMONG THE RAILROADS. 


Un PROPOSED ADVANCE IN EAST- 
nobxn RATES NOT TO BE MADE. 


Nad It Been It Would Have Had = Very 
nad Effect on Chicago Interests—The 
Chesapeake & Ohio Competition—The 
California Passenger-Rate Troubles — 
Demoralization of tinental 
Rates—Northwestern Limited Trains to 
Be Discontinued. 
It wil be gratifying news to Western sbip- 
pers that the proposed advance 10 east-bound 
freight rates will not be made. The recom- 
mendation of the Central Traffic Association 
that the rates be aavanced to the basis ot 30 
cents per 100 pounds on grain from Chicago to 
New York was submitted to the vote of the 
trunk lines by Commissioner Fink. Yesterday 
that gentieman sent the following dispatch to 
Commissioner Biancbard announcing the re- 


suit of that vote: | ‘ 

The vote of the trunk lines on the proposed ad- 
vance of east-bound tariff is not unanimous, some 
of the trunk lines desiring further time for con- 
sideration of the matter. The proposed advance 
‘will therefore not take effect Dec. 1. 

An advance in retes with the prevailing low 
prices of grain would have been exceedingly 
unfortunate to the interests of Chicago, a6 it 
would have kept the large stocks of grain now 
im the elevators in the Northwest locked up 
there until the opening of navigation next 


spring instead of bringing it forward via Chi- 
cago during the winter. The roads runoing 
east from this city will nave to de- 
pend principally upon the grain trom 
the Northwest during this winter. The busi- 
ness from points west of the Mississippi 
iver po longer comes tb is way, but is being 
—— to Newport News via the Chesapeake 
& onto and the Mississippi River barge lines 
to New Orieans. The competition by the latter 
is becoming unusually active. Rates are be- 
mug made which prevent the reguiar Eastern 
Jines from competing. It was learned yester- 
day that grain is being taken from Kansas City 
to New Orleans via the Mississipp! barge lines 
at 24 cents per 100 pounds. The rate from 
Kansas City to Chicago alone is 25 cents. It is 
also stated that grain is being taker from Kansas 
City to Liverpool, via New Orieans, at 55 cents 
per 100 pounds. This is about the same rate 
as it costs to ship the stuff from Kansas City 
York. 
* Chesapeake & Onio is also in the fleld 
taking business from the West through to Eu- 
rope via Newport News at rates against which 
the lines via Chicago and seaboard points can- 
not compete. General Traffic Manager Muir 
of this company is now in the city perfecting 
arrangements for the winter's business over 
his line. The Chesapeake & Obio will be ina 
position this winter to do moro than twice the 
umount of business it did last year. Its equip- 
ment has not only been more than doubled 
durmmg the summer, but it has also put ona 
line of first-class steamers to run reculariy 
between Newport News and Liverpool, 
and it proposes that these steamers sbail 
go out with full cargoes every trip. no, 
matter at what rates the business has to be 
secured. The company has an outet from 
Chivago by the lilinois Central and the Big 
Four and also by the Chicago & Atiantic and 
the Hecking Valley Road. From St. Louis it 
has a direct tine over the Evansville & St. 
Louis to Louisville and thence its own road. 
It also finds a direct outlet from all points in 
the West via Seneca and the Big Four. It is 
therefore ia an excelient condition to compete 
for the Western traffic from all Western points, 
and ap advance in rates by the trunk lines 
would have given it an excellent opportunity 
to get the business at remunerative rates. The 
results bave shown during tne last few years 
that the maintenance of bign rates engenders 
competition and leads to the construction of 
additional roads, which would pot be built if 
rates Were so low as to leave but little margiu 
of profit.’ The distressing deciine in Chicago’s 
business during the last two years is altogether 
due to the maintenance of biber rates from 
and via Chicago than were bemg made from 
and via other competing points. 


The California Passenger-Rate Troubles. 

The Genera! Passenger Agents of the various 
roads interested in through passenger rates 
from San Francisco to points in the East heid 
a meeting yesterday at the Grand Pavific to 
bring avout a reorganization of the San Fran- 
cisco Passenger Association in order to pre- 
vent the indiscriminate cutting of rates that 
has prevaiied solong. All the transcontinental 
lines westof the Missouri River, the lines be- 
tween Chicago, St. Louis, and the Missouri 
River, and most of the lines in the Central 
Traffic Association were represented. The en- 
tire day was spent in considermg the agree- 
ment adopted at the meeting in San Francisco 
Oct. 28. 1886, but no definit result was reached. 
As regards the payment of commiss.ons, it 
was decided to refer the matter to special 
committees consisting of the Genera! Passen- 
ger Agents of the various roads west 
of the Missouri River and the General Pas- 
senger Agents of the roads east of Chicago 
and St. Louis, The above committees will try 
to devise a pian for the regulation of this mat- 
ter and report to the general meeting today. 
The great difficulty in securing the mainte- 
pance of passenger rates from San Francisco 
east has been the inability to stop the pay- 
ment of exorbitant commissions by some of 
the lines, and those commissions were used by 
ticket agents and scaipers for the purpose of 
cuttimg agreed rates. 


The Demoralization of Trans 
Rates. 

The attempt to bring about a meeting of the 
representatives of the various lines interested 
in the transcontinental business in this city 
this week has proved abortive, because some 
of the roads refused to attend. The invitation 

extended to the Canadian Pacific to send a 
representative to the meeting has been de- 
clined. Some of the other roads, and especiai- 
ly the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé, are of the 
opinion that before any steps can be taken to 
bring about a restaration of rates it is neces- 

that the competition between the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company and the Southern 
Pacific (Sunset Route) be stopped and rates 
between New York and San Francisco restored. 
If thie matter was adjusted the roads might 
combine and jointly try to force the Canadian 
Pacific to terms. 

After the conference between the represent- 
atives of the various roads interested in the 
California business and Commissioner Blauch- 
ard of the Central Traffic Association last Sat- 
urday Mr. Blanchard stated that be would tele- 
graph Commissioner Fink and see whether he 
could not come here bimself and send Assist- 
ant Commissioner Guilford to join in the confer- 
euce. A reply was received from Commission- 

. er Fink yesterday that neither himself nor As- 

sistant Commissioner Guilford could come 
bere. Mr. Blanchard, bowever, promised to 
interview Mr. Fink the next time be went to 

New York. It is the opinion, bowever, that 

the trunk lines will carry their resolution in 
effect Jan. Inet. if by that time the trane- 
continental war has not been settied.

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Northwestern Limited Trains to Be Discon- 
tinued. 

St. Part. Minn., Nov. 22.—Monday, Nov. 29, 
the limited trains on the Chicago, Burlington 
& Northern, Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul, 
and Chicago, Minneapolis, St. Paul & Omas 
Roads will be taken off for the winter. The 
Wisconsin Central will also lengthen the time 
of ite train, and the running time of all through 
trains between Chicago and St. Pau! will be 
the same—sixteen hours and ten minutes for 
the night trains and seventeen dours for 
tne day trains. The 7:40 p. m. train 
from Milwaukee to Chicago will also 
be discontinued. The reason for 
this move is that there is not enough business 
on any of the lines for three trains daily, and

Hemmelgarn and the Others Have a Wordy 
Row. 

The puerile joxes of the County Commission- 
ers subsided and breathless silence took their 
place for a moment at the meeting yesterday 
when Commissioner Hemmeigarn said: “I 
make the charge that this bill bas been altered 
since lsaw it in the committee.” After a 
moment's silence a storm of protests rained 
down on Hemmeigarn, and his efforts to be 
recognized were vain. He was gagged, and, 
under a suspension of the rules, the Dill was 
rushed through, not even a division of the re- 
port being permitted. The question was on 
the report of the Committee on Charities. 
Hemmelgarn in the first place objected to & 
number of bilis in the report, because, 
be said, when he was examining them in 
the committee room a few days back, some one 
gathered them up along with those he had 
already seen and toox them away s0 that he 
did not see them. He objected toa small Dill 
of $75 for a veterinary surgeon who bad 
treated Warden Fry's pony. To show bow 
things were run be related bis conversation 
with Fry. Hem melgarn said he told Fry be had 
better not charge his private bills to the coun- 
ty, whereupon Fry retorted: ‘ Well, 1 could 
make up a bill that you couldn't tell whether it 
was for the county or my owa.“ Hemmelgarn 
also objected to a bill of John York & Co., a 
South Halsted street firm, amounting to $152.76 
for muslin and printed calico. He charged 
that when he saw the bill it only gave the fig- 
ures 2,000 and 1,000, but as shown yesterday it 
read 2.000 muslin,” and 1. 000 prints. Van 
Pelt had a word to say about the willful 
lymg and maticious misrepresentations of 
the press, particularily THe TRIBUNE.” 
The bond of George R. Davis for County 
Treasurer and County Collector in the sums of 
$4,000,000 and $2,000,000, respectively, was ap- 
proved. It is signed by the following sureties: 
Columbus R. Cummings, Edson Keith, Sidney 
A. Kent, Charies L. Hutchinson, G. 8. Young- 
love, John J. P. Odell, David Kelley, John 
Cudahy, Elbridge G. Keith, Gilbert B. Shaw, 
Turimgton W. Harvey.

his measuremert. RKeferred to Committee on 
Court-House and Records. 

Hemmelgarn protested against another bill 
of John York in the report of the Hospital 
Committee. He said it was no wonder they 
were $150,000 out if bills came in that were 20 
per cent too higb and they were compelied to 
vote for them, a discussion being cut off by a 
suspension of the rules. McCarthy, Chairman 
of the Hospital Committee, got very excited 
and said every bill was honest, and anybody 
who said otherwise and anybody who “ at- 
tacted’’ the report be branded as an in- 
fanomous liar. The report went through 
under asuspension of the rules. 

The county offices were ordered closed 
Thankegiving-Day and the annual dinner or- 
dered for the inmates of county institutions. 
The total amount of bills ordered paid was 
$60,170. Bids were opened for the steamfitting 
in the new kitchen at the Insane Asyium. 
There were bids of $4,360, $4,200, $4,900, and 
$3,735. The board weat into Committee of the 
Whole, with Hemmeigarn in the chair, and an 
old-fashioned monkey and parrot time was the 
result. Hemmelgarn and seven Commission- 
ers ail spoke at once until the Chair adjourned 
the committee, and finally the board adjourned 
to 2 p. m. Wednesday to give the contractors 
time to make new bids. 


JUSTICE MEECH’S JUERGENSEN. 


Beginning of the Trial of Dan Lawrence, 
Who Gave It to Him. 

The trial of lawyer Dan Lawrence was begun 
before Judge Anthony ia the Criminal Court 
yesterday. Lawrence is charged with larceny 
and receiving stolen property knowing the 
same to be stolen. A former trial was abrupt- 
ly ended by the sickness of a juror. The 
night of Nov. 10, 1885, the house of Ne.son J. 
Rulison in Seneca, III., was burglarized of a 
quantity of property including a Juergensen 
gold watch. The burglar was “Tommy” 
Doud, an old-time thief, who hung around 
Johnoy Carew’s saloon at No. 304 State street. 
Previous to the burglary, to use Doud’s own 
statement, he met Lawrence in Carew’s saloon, 
when Lawrence assured him that he would 
buy any jewelry which was of value and pay 
bim well tor it. Doud avers that Lawrence 
paid bim $100 for the Rulison watch. Nov. 19 
George A. Meech, Police Magistrate at the 
armory court, was the recipient of the iden- 
tical watch, presented to bim by Lawrence as 
token of respect. The following Janu- 
ary Doud was arrested for a post-office rob- 
bery and made the facts known in regard to 
the watch. The arrest of Lawrence followed. 
Doud was sent to the penitentiary for six 
years for the post-office robbery, and Lawrence 
was indicted by the grand jury. 

In getting the jury the talesmen were asked 
concerning any acquaintance they might have 
with the Rev. Dr. A. E. Kittredge, formerly 
pastor of the Third Presbyterian Church here. 
Dr. Kittredge preacbed asermon on the watch 
episode, and so uncomplimentary were some 
of bis remarks toward Justice Meech that the 
latter instituted the now famous libel suit of 
Meech vs. Kittredge. A jury Was secured at 
3 o'clock, and Mr. Rulison identified the watch, 
the appearance of which bad been somewhat 
changed. Justice Meech detailed the facts of 
the presentation, which took place in a Clark 
street saloon. Duwd, who had been brought 
from Joliet, said he sold Lawrence a watch be- 
fore the Seneca burglary, and that he bad in- 
troduced several of bis pals to Lawrence, 
telling them they could dispose of their plunder 
to bim. The story of the Seneca affair was re- 
told, but before bis testiniony was finished the 
court adjourned. 


A VERY SERIOUS PRACTICAL JOKE. 


It Ends in Depriving a Sickly Young Man 
of His Reason, 

Jobn P. Boyd, a young man 25 years of age, 
who has been living with his sister, Mrs. C. E. 
Edwards, at No. 300 Wasbington boulevard, 
was made the victim of a heartiess practical 
joke some weeks since which bas completely 
unsettied his reason. It appears that Boyd, 
who has been an invalid for eight years and 
has been supported by his sister, was in the 
habit of visiting the fire-engine house in Curtis 
street, afew steps round the corner trom 
where be lived, his pbysical condition being 
such that, though he could transact no dus! 
ness, he could enjoy a chat or a 
game of cards with acquaintances. Some 
firemen attached to the engine on Curtis 
street bad put up” a joke ona man whom 
they wished to tease, whose name does not 
appear. The jokers were to hold their victim 
up on the way home and pretend to rob him. 
By some mistake they got hold of the wrong 
man and stopped Boyd, calling on him at the 
peril of his lite to stand and deliver what val- 
undles be might have. They pretended to 
rifle dis pockets and then let him go. Since 
that night be has néver recovered bis senses, 
the sbock and the fright having completely un- 
binged his mind. He is possessed of the iliu- 
sion that God has told bim he must die, and 
that his only way of avoiding death is by get- 
ting a pint of blood from somebody. The jury 
in the County Court yesterday found him in- 
saue—cause, fright—and sent him to Kanka- 
kee. Mrs. Edwards insisted that he should 
not be acharge onthe county, and paid his 
way. 


All on Account of a Lease. 

LEAVENWORTH, Kas., Nov. 22.—({Special. 1— 
This afternoon a fatal shooting affray occurred 
near Edgerton, Mo., in which an oid man 
named Reese was Killed and two sons seriously 
injured. It is said to have resulted overa 
lease of some land wherein Reese had leased 
his propertyto one man who sublet it toa 
third party named Shackelford. Reese was 
gathering corn when he was ordered off by 
Shackelford. The former, with his two sons, 
refused to go, when the latter drew a pistol 
and fired one shot at Reese, which missed.

THE SCHOONER CONWAY LOST WITH 
ALL HANDS. 


Farmers Saw Her Go Ashore Last Thursday, 
but Did Not Report Her Until Yesterday 
—Wreck of the Belle Walbridge at She- 
boygan—Another Terrible Storm Ap- 
proaching the Lakes—An Unknown 
Schooner on the Beavers. 

WRHITEHALL, Mich., Nov. 22.—|Speciai.|— 
Last Thursday some farmers discovered the 
wreck of a vessel on the beach about ten miles 
north of here. Seeing no one aboard they 
made no report of the wreck, and it lay on 
the beach unnoticed until this morning, when 
some mill hands saw it and sent word to this 
port. THe TRIBUNE correspondent went to 
the wreck and found it was the schr L. J. Con- 
way. She has three anchors out and lies about 
a hundred feet from shore in six feet of water. 
Everything has been swept from the 
decks and most of the canvas and 
rigging is gone. The mainsail was 
evidently blown out of the boltropes before 
the vessel went ashore. Her starboard side is 
almost gone, and she will soon go to pieces. 
The shore is strewn with wreckage and grain 
that bas wasbed out of the hold. One of her 
hatches was found seven miles from the 
wreck. Nothing is knownof the crew, but 
all bands undoubtedly perished. The yawi 
was found on the beach, and search is now be- 


ing made for their bodies. The vessel was first 
seen by a farm-hand last Thursday afternoon. 
She was then rolling heavily in the trough of 
the sea, and be could bear her crew shouting 
wildly for help. He made no effort to save 
them, and the vessel wus soon lost sight of 
in the blinding snow-setorm. The farm-band 
says that when be last saw the schooner before 
she struck the beach she was headimg out into 
the lake and the seas were sweeping over her. 
Capt. Tynn of this port was formerly mate of 
the Conway, but left ber just before she started 
away from Chicago on ber last trip. Among 
the crow, besides Capt. Thomas Smith, were 
John Gooten, a Hollander, the sole support of 
a widowed mother, and Edward W. Kensman, 
a Dane, whose parents reside in Chicago. 
Kensman’s bag was found about two miles 
north of the wreck this afternoon. Capt. Tynn 
remained at the wreck tonight watching for 
any bodies that might come asbore. 


J. S. Dunham received a dispatch yesterday 
Stating that the schr L. J. Conway had been 
discovered on the beach seven miles north of 
Whitehall. The veskel was a complete wreck 
and the crew was missing. All hands are sup- 
posed to be lost. The Conway was a small 
two-masted schooner that bas been engaged in 
the Lake Michigan lumber trade for the last 
thirteen years and leit Chicago last Tuesday 
afternoon just before the gale set in. She 
had a cargo of corp and oats, consigned to 
Henderson & Peterson of Muskegon, who 
also own an interest in the vessel. Her crew 
numbered five men, including Capt. Thomas 
Smith, her master and managing owner. The 
latter was about 80 5 ears of age, and leaves a 
wife andfour small children in destitute cir- 
cumstances at Muskegoo. A Norwegian, 
known as Jimmy, was mate. Capt. Charles 
McGraw, master and owner of the schr Eliza, 
was also aboard of the Conway. Just before 
leaving port Capt. Smith went aboard of the 
Eliza and procured a piece of plank, saying 
that his centre-boara box was leaking badly 
and he wanted to patch it.

A Warning to Vesselmen. 

A violent northeast gaie, accompanied by 
fierce squalis of snow and sleet, prevailed on 
Lake Supetior and at the lower end of Lake 
Michigan last night. In the vicinity of Chicago 
the wind’ blew a gale from the southeast 
all day, shifting to southwest last night. A 
vicious sea was ruoning. A big fleet is on this 
lake, and many vessels were seeking sbeiter at 
west shore ports.

It is be- 
lieved that the storm will develop great energy 
on the lakes today, and the indications for 
tonight are very threatening for ship 
ping. it is possible, however, that 
the storm may be slightly delayed, as its prog- 
resseastward is somewhat retarded by the 
banking up of an area of bigb pressure over 
the Canadian Provinces. The high winds will 
probably be accompanied by a violent 
snow-storm, and followed by a cold wave. The 
temperature throughout Manitoba and the 
Saskatchewan Valley last night was very low, 
ranging from zero 0 28° below.

THE GUARDS HAVE GONE. 


Packingtown Deserted by the Deputies— 
Complaints from New Men. 

The last of the Deputy-Sberiffs le!t Packing- 
town at 5:15 last sight, and now but fifteen 
men sworn in as special policemen remain on 
duty mi that territory. A number of non- 
union men followed the example of the depu- 
ties and left in their wake, leaving very few of 
their bruthers behind. While it is believed 
that numerous attempts to assault non-union 
men will be made, it is thought that the Lake 
authorities will be able to take care of things. 
When the 100 Pinkerton deputies left last 


night they were accompanied by 200 or 300 
non-union men, amongst them a number of 
negroes, who would not stay under any 
considerations. It has been generally re 
marked that the treatment of the non-union 
men atthe bands of the packers bas been 
rather undeserving. While outwardly pro- 
fessing to take good care of them, it is said 
that secretly they have done all in ther power 
to make the men leave. There has been a good 
deal of complaint on the vart of the men, and 
large numbers of them are making applica- 
tions at the Sheriff's and County Agent's of- 
flees for transportation to Eastern cities. 

At Swift's beef-bouse about 150 men appear 
every morning asking for employmentand ex- 
pressing an anxiety to sign an agreement. 
These are the mea who heeded the crue! ad- 
vice of their seif-constituted leaders, but their 
places are now filled, and unless one of the 
present employés leaves none of them can get 
back. The beef-butchbers had no work 
to do yesterday morning, but commenced 
killing at noon. They will not 
be paid for the half-day. Nov. 1 they were 
offered $27 a week, and this amount would 
have been paid whether they worked or not; 
but they preferred to strike, and have only 
themselves to blame. Anderson Fowler of 
Fowler Bros., who went to New York and 
engaged men for the Chicago house, when 
asked if any agreement bad been entered into 
with the new wen in regard to wages or trans- 
portation in case they wished to returo, re- 
plied in the negative. Their expenses were 
only paid to Chicago. Fifty colo:ed men ar- 
rived at the yards yesterday and were put to 
doing roustabout work. The Town of Lake 
police will this morning take charge of Pack- 
ingtown. 

Armour & Co. yesterday opened their new 
bench, and, hogs being plentiful, a number of 
men were set to work.

INGERSOLL’S TALK ABOUT LAND, 


Great Change of Mind—From a Land Mo 
nopolist to a Land Divider. 

New York Times: It is never toe late to 
mend. We are glad to learn that Col. Robert 
G. Ingersoll’s views about the acquisition of 
land have undergone a change. Sunday even- 
ing, the 14th inst., the eminent infidel made 
some eloquent remarks in Chickering Hall, at 
the close of the Free-Thinkers’ Congress, and 
in the published report of what he said we find 
the following: 

No man has a . to own more land than he 
can use. Why, I think ifthe air about us could 
be bottled up we would have a syndicate 
forming the Great American Air-Bottling Asso- 
ciation, and thousands would die because they 
had not money enough to pay for air to breathe. 
That is whatis going on with the land, and it 
must stop. 

He also declared that if nobody bad too much 
land everybody would have enough, and as- 
serted that he would not take an inch of land 
from any one without paying for it. 

Ex-Senator Stephen W. Dorsey, whom Col, 
Ingersoll defended when the Government ac- 
cused him ot paving conspired with Tuomas 
J. Brady and others to defraud the Nation and 
the taxpayers thereof, came into ion of 
& tract of land in New Mexico 4 to be 
ninety miles long and sixty miles wide. After 
the star-route trials Mr. Dorsey retired to this 
modest farm, and a part of it passed into the 
possession of bis friend Ingersoll; who erect- 
ed upon the land a curious group of ornate 
and costly log cabins, These were to give bim 
shelter for a part of each year, and they be- 
came koown as Col. lngersoli’s country seat. 
Agents of tne Lana Office, famiiiar with the 
tricks by which unscru puious persons take pos 
session of great tracis of pubiic land, made aa 
investigauion in New Mexico. The report sub- 
mitted by Inspectors Hobbs and Greene to 
Commissioner McFarland in June, 1884, and 
afterward published by Congress, is one of the 
most interesting papers of the kind that can 
be found in the General Land Office. That re- 
port coutains a biatory of the quartersection 
on which the Colonel’s country-bouse stood. 
Tuat section bad been taken in the name of 
Miguel Abeytia and afterward conveyed to 8. 
W. Dorsey. No trace of Abe tia cou be 
found. No such person had ever lived on the 
claim or in the Vicinity of it. Of a group of 
claims, which included this one, Lnsepector 
Hobbs reported: I state emphbaticaliy and 
without fear ot contradiction from any quar- 
ter that all of said entries are fraudulent: that 
all of said names are fictitious names, and not 
one of said parties ever lived in UColfax 
County.“ 

Whbeu this report was published it seemed to 
us that the Colonel would aasten to restore the 
land to the public domain. or would induce 
bis partner, Mr. Dorsey, to satisfy the demands 
of justice. We were not ready to believe that 
be would continueto occupy the quarter sec- 
tion after be should become familiar with its 
history. Can any one who beara the Colonel's 
eloquent remarks in Chickering Hal believe 
that be stil ocouples the mythical Abestia’s 
claim or owns a large part of Dorsey's princi- 
pality? No. He must have cut loose from all 
these old associauons. 

Two or three years ago the people of Louisi- 
ana became excited over the discovery of the 
McEnery land-ring swindle. The brother of 
the Governor of the State was enabled 
by a peculiar contract with the State 
to get possession of tdousands of acres 
of fine land, and the nature of the job 
was not exposed until te undertook to 
grab the Chaimette battleground, which tae 
State bought and paid for sixty years ago. 
McEnery deciared that bis legai representative 
in Washington was Col, Ingersoll, to whom he 
transferred his title to a large tract of land in 
payment for services rendered. Recent dis- 
patches to the Times from New Orleans say 
that 15,000 acres of land in the Parisb of St. 
James were entered in Col. logersoll’s name. 
But tais entry was made two or taree years 
ago. If it was really made with Col. 
soll’s knowledge and consent, and not to serve 
tue ends of a iobber in Louisiana, we presume 
that the Colonel bas relinquished the property 
or refused to take it. ‘No man nas a right to 
own more land than be can use.” Uniess we 
assume that Coil. Ingersoll. while practicing 
law and infidelity in New York, is using 15,000 
acres in Louisiana and a great slice ot Dorsey's 
3,000,000 acres in New Mexico, we must sup- 
pose that he ao longer boids these large tracts. 

The lecture delivered in Chickering Hall in- 
dicates not only that the Colonel bas 
bis views about the punlio lands, but also that 
he has been laboring with his friends whose 
practice with regard to those lands bas got 
been in accordance with the sentiments ex- 
pressed in that lecture. Probably he bas 
u wealth of argument and persuasion u 
Dorsey and nis other partners, and it may be 
that they will apply to the Land Office for por“ 
mission to restore a part of their hoidings to 
the public domain, or will donate the same to 
actual settlers. 


A BIG TELEPHONE FIGHT. 


Over Seven Hundred Rochester Subseriberg 
Shut Down Their Instrumente. 

Rochks TER. N. T., Nov. 20.—The telephone 
service in Rochester is, tor the present at 
least, suspended. At noon today 750 sub- 
scrivers out of 900 carried their threat of dis 
continuing the use of telephones into exeou- 
tion, and their intention was carried out with 
all the care and attention to detail of a well- 
organized strike. Precisely at 12 meridian the 
huge fog-born on Kimball’s tobacco works, 
which can be heard over a mile, was sounded, 
and the sound was prolonged to a degree that 
made peopie on the street who did pot Roo 
the cause of the disturbance stop and wonder 
what was the matter. The deep intonation of 
the fog-boro was the signal for steam wulstles 
ail over the city, and these were immediately 
sounded in dozens of shops and factories. Ihe 
resuit was a genuine seosation ail over the 
citv. No one of the st: iking subscribers could 
plead ignorance or forgettplness, as the un- 
earthiy noises recalied to minds of all that 
the hour was come when a determined stand at 
what Rochester peopie are calimg the en- 
croachments of monopoly should be taken, 
and it was taken. So far as knowa there is not 
a single subscriber who failed to carry out bis 
agreement. The majority of them disconnect- 
ed their’ phones by taking out a plug or cutting 
a wire. 

There bas been little or no telephonic service 
in this city this afternoon. At the exchange 
all has been idleness. The score or more of 
girls whose dut.es are to make connections 
could be seen looku out of the windows and 
gazing at pedestrians on the street. They did 
not seem to be at all unbappy, but rather en- 
joying the lull in business. The managers of 
tho local branch were reticent as to the trou- 
bles, and would say nothing more than that 
they considered the fight a one-s ded one, with 
all the advantage on their side, and that it 
would be onl. temporary. Their argument is 
that the people of Rochester cannot get along 
witbout their telephones, and that after a few 
days, or possibly weeks, of the inconvenience 
resulting from no service they will one by one 
fall into line again and resume the use of 
their instruments. Of course they are 
sanguine from precedent, for they bad al- 
most a similar fight with Buffalo subscribers 
some time ago. In that fight they were suc 
eessful, and they of course expect the same 
result here. On the other band, the striking 
subdscribers take an entirely different view of 
the eituation, and say that they will stand firm 
untiithe, have gained their point. All are 
pledged to stand togetner, and for any one or 
more of them to yield will mean ostracism by 
the rest. 

Many business-men were loath to agree to the 
strike until they bad the assurance that their 
business competitors wouid do the same. 80 
the canvass was conducted by lines of trade, 
and the result was satistactory. The result of 
the present fight is, of course, doubiful, but at 
all events no one of the Bell Telepbone com- 
panies ever encountered a more deter 
mined and obstinate resistance than the 
Buffalo company is at present experien- 
cing from the citizens of Rochester. A perma- 
nent association has been ormed known” as 
the Citizens’ Telephone Association of Hoch- 
ester. Dues and subscriptions are exacted, 
and these funds are to be used to secure 
lation, both from the oity and State, for the 
purpose of defining the richts and powers of 
all similar monopolies. Locally they are, of 
course, working for themseives, but they will 
make a test case before the State 
which will settle the matter for the whole of 
New York.

The Death of Little Emma Smith. 

Albert H. Wagner, father of Emma Smith, 
‘was the only witness at the inquest held at the 
County Hospital yesterday over the remains 
of the two victims of Sunday's tragedy. He 
testified that his daughter was 19 years old. 
and was born in Virginia. About eighteen 
months ago she was married to William P. 
Emith, a young American, at present employed 
at Dennett's Clark street restaurant. The 
young couple quarreled two months after mar- 
riage and separated. Saturday the quarrel was 
amicably settied and Sunday Smith called to 
see his wife, and they were out walkm all the 
morning and part of the afternoon. They re- 
turned about 1:30 o'clock. and Smith parted 
from her at the door. Fifteen minutes later 
Charlies Draeger, a bartender, came 
into the house and spoke to Emma. 
Witness dd not know what he said 
to her, as be was in the back room and could 
only hear the sound of his voice. He heard 
three pistol sbots fired in rapia succession. and 
upon going into the front room be disvovered 
bis daughter dead on the floor, with a bullet 
wound in each breast, and Draeger lying on 
the bed with a builet in bis brain and tne re- 
volver clasped in his right hand. Hehad tried 
to foree his attentions upon ber, but she had 

always repelled bis advances. 

Tho jury agreed that the young woman came 

to ber death from bullet wounds inflicted by a 

revoiver in the bands of Draeger, with mur- 

Gerous intent, and that the murderer had com- 

— suicide by shooting himseif in the 

rain.

THE SUNDAY NEWSPAPER. 


WHY SHOULD IT BE SINGLED OUT FOR 
CLERICAL CENSURE? 


It Is a Great Moral Agency, and Only In- 
veighed Against by Preachers Who Are 
Ill-Informed, Jealous, or Prejudiced— 
The Good It Does and the Aid It Is te the 
Pulpit—Clergymen Should Advocate and 
Not Condemn It. 

Last month the Rock River Conference 
preachers before adjourning passed resolu- 
tions condemning the issuing and reading of 
of newspapers the. first day of the week, called 
Sunday and set apart as a day for religious 
observance by the Emperor Constantine in the 
fourth century. The resolutions called the 
said day the Holy Sabbath day,” but nez- 
lected to quote their Scriptural authority tor 
s0 naming it. Asa matter of fact the Holy 
Sabbath of the idle is Saturday (or the 
seventh day of the week) and not the firet day, 
called after the sun. The clerical resolution 
in question made no assault on any other per- 
sons or work done the first day of the week, 
such as runoing borse and cabie cars, subur- 
ban trains, milk wagons, backs and omnibuses, 
and thousands of private coachmen kept from 
church driving the high-steppers of their 
pious employers to the house of worshipevery 
* Lord’s-Day”; and nothing was said, either, 
against keeping open of the multitudes of 
barber-sbops, drug stores, butcher-shops, 
baker-sbops, cigar-stores, hotels, saloons, 
billiard-rooms, oyster-cellars, news-stands, and 
other places too numerous to mention. But 
the only sinners who drew down the censure 
ot the Rock River Conference on their devoted 
beads for working the day set apart by Con- 
stantine were the poor newspaper men. 

The only city clergyman who bas felt called 
upon to second this attack is the Rev. 8. J. 
McPherson, pastor ot the Second Presbyterian 
Church, who devoted bis sermon last Sunday 
to The Sunday Newspapers.“ about whicb, 
by the way, be exhibited an amazing lack of 
knowledge. Very likely the good clergyman 
does not read the Sunday papers at all. 
It is also probable that be does not 
know anything about their make-up, 
or the time of the same, of the forces em- 
ployed, the time of their work, or their social, 
business, and moral effect. Dr. McPherson is 
not to be blamed for this lack of keowledge. 
An adherent of the strict Sunday dogmas of 
Knox and Caivin, be would probably refuse to 
read a Sunday paper any day of the week. 

“The Sunday newspaper is published.“ he 
says, “for the sake of money; that decides 
that it is wrong.“ Now here are two state- 
menis whieh will bardly stand the test of in- 
vestigation. The Sunday newspaper is pub- 
lished in order to supply a universal public 
demand, and it is no more published for money 
than Dr. McPherson's sermon is delivered for 
the salary which he receives from bis congre- 
gation for his Sunday work. The Sunday 
newspaper became a public necessity during 
the time of the War—twenty-five years ago. 
The American people were then 80 anxious to 
hear the news of the great struggie waged 
against the traitors who sought to destroy our 
Nation that they could not wait until 
Monday for the news of Saturday's con- 
flict. The Sunday papers were issued 
then in obedience to an irrepressibie public 
demand. The money feature was cnly inci- 
dental thereto. Another cause which stimu- 
lated the public demand was that the great 
working masses of the busy American cities 
bave not time to read the papers during the 
secuiar days of the week. Sunday is the only 
time they can get a comprehensive view of the 
news of the week. It 1s their time of pbhysi- 
cal rest and leisure. It is the time, too, wnen 
the newspepers can present to their readers 
the most full and comprebensive summary ot 
the week's events. In Chicago, where more 
than baltf the adult population are natives of 
the British islands and of Europe, there is 
presented to newspaper readers a compre- 
hensive review by cable, down to the latest 
bour, of all tae news of the Old Worid, in 
which the eariy lives of those foreign-born 
people were passed, and where their friends 
and relatives yet live. The small cent sheets, 
which alone a majority of wage-workers have 
opportunity to read during the secular days, 
give only littie fragments of news. These 
scraps but whet the appetite for the fuller 
meal of news of Sunday presented throagth 
the faci‘ities afforded by the ocean telegraph 
and the sy ndicate combinations which the great 
newspapers are able to form. Would Dr. Mo- 
Pherson deprive those masses of people of tue 
news from their oid bomes in which all of 
them are so deeply interested? Would he de- 
prive them of ali chance to note the progress of 
buman events intelligently? 

The ill-informed cieric also asserted that the 

Sunday pewspaper— 
Compelled those who made it and those who read 
it to keep up the secular routine of the week; 
that fact again decided its character. There was 
no change; it furnished the same old pabulum of 
political news, criminal news, etc., devoting 
more space, if anything, to sensational news and 
scandais, and far more to advertisements. 

This is far from correct. The Sunday news- 
paper does not compeil the keeping up of tho 
secular routine oy the reader. Every good 
Christian has ample time after or before read- 

ng the newspaper to attend church. The 

HKoman Catholics, who constitue haif of the 

church-goimg population of Chicago, read 

their papers as a rule after Divine service in 
their churehes. Fully halt of them perhaps 
purchase their Sunday paper at the churcb- 
door after the service is over. The Protestant 
readers have time to read the Sunday papers 
half through before the 11 a. m. service un- 

less they should lazily lie in bed,“ which is a 

far worse offense against morality and duty 

than reading the news of the world in the 

Sunday paper. ‘There is ample time to com- 

plete the reading between morning and even- 

ing service. The Sunday papers are, as a 

rule, neither “sensational nor scandalous.” 

Scandais are only referred to as matters of 

news or for the purpose of warning, just as 

clergymen refer to sin and its consequences 
for purposes of admonition. The greater 
number of advertisements ie a great social 
biessing. In this way the Sunday newspaper 
becomes the medium for notifying the people 
where they can get commodities ana services. 

The man who wants isapprised of where 

he can get those wants supplied; those who 


have services to offer are apprised where their 


services are required. The servant girl, the 
clerk, the man who wants to buy or rent a 
bouse, and the man who wants to sell a house 
are advised where an exchange can be made 
on a day when they have time to think over 
the matter, to tbink out the result of the dar- 
gain which they propose entering on. The 
housewife who wants to purebase the supplies 
for the week's use with the money furnished 
by the husband Saturday night can know ex- 
actly where to go to purchase. This is not 
only @ great convenience, but also a great 
good, though the reverend gentleman thinks 
Otherwise. 

Another mistake of Dr. McPherson is that 
the Sunday paper compels the operatives who 
make it to keep up the secular routine of the 
work Sunday. The fact is that the great 
bulk of the labor on the paper is done Satur- 
Gay. All the editorial and most of the reporto- 
rial parts of the paper are completed before 
midnight Saturday. Most ot the type-setting, 
too, is done before that time. After 12 o'clock 
only the night editor, a couple of teiegrapa 
men, and a few reporters are kept to write up 
fires and accidents that may occur after mid- 
night and before 4 a. m. The compositors 
begin to leave soon after midnight. At 2:30 
o'clock Sunday morning there are not more 
than a score of men all told around any 
of the leading newspaper offices. A1! 
the otpers are at home enjoying rest and 
repose, and can get up fully refreshed in 
time to go to church. Long before sunrise all 
bave departed from the newspaper office, ex- 
cept, perbaps, the night clerk and the watch- 
man. It is bardly a breach of the Puritan 
Sunday to work before sunrise. Moreover, 
every effort is made for economical reasons 
to avoid working unnecessarily Sunday. There 
is hardly anything done of any kind between 
sunrise and long after services are over in all 
the churches. Not more than half the repor- 
torial staff is on duty Sunday night, and only 
one or two of the editors who take turns at 
doing the work are employed. and then tor two 
or three bours only. In point of fact, the 
work of Sunday in the offices of the Sunday 
Dewspapers is lightened up as much as pos- 
sibie, so that the cmpioyés of every kind may 
obtain necessary rest. Dr. McPherson would 
be surprised to note to what extent this is 
done. ven in the case of the compositors— 
a large part of those who set type Sunday 
might are subs who are very giad to re- 
heve the regular force for the one night 
in the week on aceount of the compensation. 
Instead of “obliterating the Sabbath, the 
seventh day—Dr. McPherson means * Sun- 
duy, the first day of the week—every effort is 
made to recognize it, as much because of the 
rest afforded as because of the religious char- 


In the interest of human nature the Sunday 
paper should be abolished. If abo whom 


| tion. 


would it hurt? But two: Mammon and the 
Devil, the enemies of mankind. 

To abolish the Sunday paper would only 
serve the Devil and not burt him. Probably 
of those who are kept away from church be- 
cause of the superior attractions of the Sun- 
day paper not more than 1 per cent would go 
to church were the Sunday paver abolished. 
The other 99 per cent would spend their time 
in bed or in sport, card-playing. base-ball, or 
other games, but by far the largest number in 
the saloons, spending their earnings, injuring 
their health, wasting their time, duiling their 
brains, and generally doing the work ot the 
Devil. Great would be the rejoicing of sa- 
loonkeepers if there were no more Sunday pa- 
pers. It would be worth a million a year to 
them. The Sunday paper kee the people 
away from such temptations. y would not 
go to church for various reasons. in the case 
of Protestants, perhaps because of the expense 
of dressing, the expense of style, and not in few 
instances the expense of the relig/ous service. 
Those people prefer the Sunday sermon of the 
editorial page to the Sunday sermon of the 
pulpit. It bas superior attractions for them, 
and it is cheaper. The editorials preach 
morality, public duty, public order, observ- 
ance ot the law, and avoidance of crime and 
sin. It is singular how much the masses of 
the plain, unfashionable, non-society people 
prefer the moral teachings of the leading Chi- 
cago newspapers to those of the pulpit. This 
preference is the cause of the detestation of 
some preachers tor the Sunday paper. Dr. 
McPherson, it need not be said, is not one of 
these. He is an able and a scholarly clergy- 
man. His big church bas a congregation as 
large as it can bold. If the Sunday papers 
were abolished it would add nothing to the 
number ot bis hearers. But be is one of afew 
excepuons among the clergymen who de- 
nounce the editorial pulpit, most of whom 
denounce the Sunday paper through petty 
jealousy; yet their congregations would not 
be any larger if the Sunday paper, which they 
ought to recognize as a great moral agency, 
were abolished. The saloons would gain, not 
they. In London, Engiand, where there are 
scarcely any Sunday papers, where churches 
are numerous and many of them State-sup- 
ported, the church attendants ina populauon 
of 4,500,000 were found by actual count recently 
not to exceed 400, 000, or oaly one in eleven of 
the population. Why is tnis? It eu because 
religion is not made attractive from the, Prot- 
estant pulpits of Protestant London any more 


‘than itis made attractive to the common, in- 


dustrial peopie from most of the Protestant 
pulpits in all the large cities of America. 

There is a material phase to this quesuon 
which the reverend doctor hardiy stops to tbink 
about. The suspension of the Sunday paper 
in Chicago would deprive the compositors, 
proof-readers, stereoty pers, and pressmen of 
$150,000 per annum. earned nearly all Satur- 
day, and all before Sunday daylight. It would 
deprive the reporters, night-editors, telegra- 
phers, advertisement and mailing clerks of 
$100,000 more. It would deprive the army of 
carriers, newsboys, and distributers of two 
cents a copy profiton the 150,000 papers sold 
in the City of Chicago and its immediate sub- 
urbs every Sunday morning before the Kev. 
Dr. McPherson commences his sermon, 
amounting to $3,000, or $156,000 a year. Many 
of the little army of carriers and newsboys 
make Sunday morning as much money as will 
pay their expenses while attending school dur- 
ing the other days of the week. Others sup- 
port widowed mothers from their Sunday- 
morning earnings, or help to keep the wolf 
from the doors of many poor families. It is 
no exaggeration to say that the suspension of 
the Sunday paper would deprive 2,000 families 
in Chicago of the price of many of the com- 
forts if not of tne necessaries of life, So prac 
tical a man as the Rev. Dr. McPherson ought 
to have thought of that before making nis un- 
feeling remark. But perhaps the most aston- 
ishing statement made by the reverend gentile- 
man is the following: 

Some few reporters might attend church, but 
it was almost invariably because they were sent 
there on business. Editors, noble men they were 
too, if stood in arow would compare favorably 
with any other set of men, but they did not attend 
church. There was a lamentable indifference, 
not to say antipathy, between the minister and 
the editor, who were in reality coworkers and 
ought to be hand-in-hand. It was the fault of 
both that they were not. 

Why, most reporters are good church mem- 
bers. That is certainly the case as far as the 
young men of THe TRIBUNE are concerned. 
They are valuable aids, moreover, to the min- 
ister, as through their assistance he can ad- 
dress enormously larger congregations; and 
editors, as bas been before pointed out, ap- 
pealto avast army of non-cburchgoing peo- 
pie which the minister cannot reach. It is 
foolish to affirm that there is an antipathy on 
the part of editors to ministers where none 
exists. The work of the former supplements 
that of the latter. They ought to be on friendly 
terms, and would be but for the jealousy of 
ministers, founded very largely on misconcep- 
Aud the most powerful moral weapon 
which the editor wields in aid of the popular 
pulpit is the Sunday newspaper, which bas 
come to stay because it is a necessary adjunct 
of American civilization. 


THE MYSTERY AS YET UNSOLVED, 


Waiting for Clews Regarding the Strange 
Death of E. H. F. McDonald. 

The work of discovering the cause of the 
death of E. H. F. McDonaid is moving very 
slowly for the reason that his Canadian friends 
are expected to take the initiative in the mat- 
ter, and they are not as yet cognizant of the 
details and the suspicious circumstances sur- 
rounding the dead man’s Visit to Detroit. Mr. 
Robert Wallace of London, Ont., and Mr. Rob- 
ert Bullen of this city, are brothers-in-iaw by 
McVonald’s first marriage, and tor reasons of 
long standing, which they do not care to dis- 


cuss now, there were not the most cordial rela- 
tions between them. Mr. Bullen received Mr. 
Wallace's letter, mentioned in the latter's 
dispatch to the Coroner, yesterday, and, 
while he knew nothing of the mystery 
of McDonald's death, be . explains 
that be only heard of it through 
the dispatch sent to him Thursday by Mr. 
Bulien’s clerk. According to this epistie 
McDonald had been engaged for the last four 
or five months in establishing collection agen- 
cies througbout tbe smaller towns of Canada 
in connection with a Col. Smart. He had made 
his beadquarters at Gueiph, Can., for some 
time, and his second wife and daughter had 
been living there with him. Wallace saw him 
in London last Wednesday forenoon in gooa 
beaith and spirits, and be declared that he was 
on his way to Chicago to settle up some busi- 
ness matters here. 

McDonald left London on the 11 a. m. train 
Wednesday, and Mr. Wallace is certain that he 
bad about 5125 %% cash with him. He could 
hardly have reached Detroit before 6 o'clock, 
and this bardiy gave bim three bours in which 
to get into the condition the trainmen report 
him as bem when he took the cars for the 
West. He only had $1.65 when his body came 
into the hands of the police here, and as he 
could not bave reached Detroit in anything 
but reasonable shape the work of bis undoing 
was probably sccomplished there. For the 
reason that be was able to produce his ticket 
and asked to be let alone the friends here 
hardly think he could have broken his arm 
and shoulder before he left Detroit, but if he 
was drugged there there is some possibility of 
his baving burt bimself accidentaliy on the 
way out. The work of ciearing up the record 
here all awaits the reopening of the Coroner's 
inquest Nov. 30, when the story of the train- 
men will be gone over and compared with that 
of the Detroit and Cnicago police. Until Mr. 
Wallace can be beard from again no steps will 
be taken in the line of a chemical analysis of 
the dead man’s stomach. 


COOK COUNTY LEGISLATION. 


Senators Crawford, Humphrey, and Gibbs 
Propose to Be Heard at Springfield. 

The probabilities are that Cook County will 
receive its share of attention from the states- 
men who will assemble at Springfield in Jan- 
uary. Said Senator Charles Crawford: * There 
is one bill which I am at work upon that I will 
mention. It is to make as radical a change in 
the method of electing Cook County Commis- 
sioners as is possible under the Constitution. 
In brief it ig this: To make Chicago into one 
district and let the ten Commissioners be 
elected on a general ticket. To make the coun- 
try towns of the county into another district 
and elect the five Commissioners on a general 
ticket. Then have ail Commissioners elected 
for one year oulr.“ Senator John Humphrey 
remarked: “I am decidedly opposed to the 
changes in the Revenue laws, as provosed by 
tne commission appointed by the Governor. 
It vou ruin the country towns to have but 
one Assessor for the whole county. The farms 
would be assessed as if they were city lots. 
In regard to the new Election law, I don't be- 
lieve in destroying the tickets for six months, 
at 5 yet 

oe you expect any chan in regard 
the Cook County Board?” 125 ge 

** Any change that could be made would be 
animprovement. The only salvation is to fix 
it so that a majority of the board will not al- 
ways bold over. I believe tne Commissioners’ 
terms should be shorter and that they should 
be elected on general tickets, keeping the city 
and country separate, however.“ 

Senator George Gibbs said: “Some steps 
should be taken to enable Chicago to obtain 
an honest Council. The city shouid be entire- 
ly redistricted. It is the wards with small 
population that send thieves to the Council.

OPERA IN PHILADELPHIA, 


THE AMERICAN COMPANY AND ITs 
FASHIONABLE RECEPTION. | 


A Great House, Which Did Not, However, 
Much More than Pay Expenses—Thrifty 
Quaker City Millionaires Not Too En- 
thusiastic—Mme. Hastreiter and Her 
Probable Connection with a Concert—A 
Queer Story from Alaska—A Learned 
Women Living in an Indian Hut. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 20.—[Special Cor- 
respondence, |— All the town turned out Mon- 
day uicht for the opening performance of the 
American opera company. The opera was 
Faust.“ The Academy of Music, in which it 
went on, was packed from top to bottom and 
from side to side. Perhaps there was some 
patriotism shown by the size of the crowd, and 
there certainly was a good deal of musical 
love and taste evinced in it. A special train 
brought over some people rather well known 
in the semi literary and musical contingent of 
New York society and a hailf-score of New 
York journalists, who telegraphed an account 
of the performance to their respective papers. 
Mrs. F. B. Thurber, who has taken the opera 
up with such spirit and earnestness and al- 
ready spent $100,000 on it, came over also, with 
a small party ot friends, and modestly hid her- 
self away in a dark balcony-box. 

Philadelphia society was there in consider- 
able number, but did not by any means domi- 
nate the night. Except for Mrs. Jimmie Scott 
and one or two other leaders of the distinctly 
fashionabie Quaker City set, who occupied the 
Prince of Waies’ box,tew women wore evening 
dress. Mrs. Dick Townsend, for example, 
whom many Ubicagoans have met in Washing- 
ton, where her millionaire papa represents a 
Pennsylvania district, wore a simple street 
gown of brown cloth, and did not have on a 
jewel, though her diamonds are extremely 
fine. As setting the mode for the w nter, too, 
it may be observed that very few ladies had 
provided thenisélves with bouquets, and most 
of that few carried out small bunches of 
chrysanthemums. 

The second night, when Orpheus and Eu- 
rydice was given, there was a big-drop in the 
atteudance, though last year that opera was 
found to be one of the most attractive of the 
sbries. The company will appear later in tbe 
season in Chicago, where Mrs. Thurber tells 


me she has been Very successful in interesting - 


wealthy and fashionable people inthe enter- 
prise. 

A consensus of opinion respecting the mer- 
its of the company this season would seem 
to be that it is extremely strong in the ensem- 
bie, in the ballet, in the groupings and cos- 
tuming, andin the chorus, which is largely 
made up offresh young voices, but that it ie 
noticeably weak in most of its principals. 

Mme, Hastreiter, who nas left the com- 
pany, 18 greatly missed, particularily as she 
was the only one of the principals of last sea- 
son who made any deep and iasting impres- 
sion. She is abroad, and | bear that she will 
be the chiet artist of a concert company to be 
arranged by Mapieson fora tour of the Eu- 
giish provinces. 

Apropos, did you know bow Hastreiter came 
to- be connected with the American opera 
company in the beginning? She isa Chicago 
woman, you know, though her busband, I be- 
lieve, is German or of German extraction. 
About a year ago she had been making a tour 
of the Continent, and with some friends 
stopped over in London for a few days on her 
way dome. Sve wasn't overburdened with 
money, and lodgings were found for her in a 
cheap house in a cheap street. A Chicago gentie- 
man was in London, end was arranging for a 
purely American concert at the Crystal Palace. 
He had his program quite made up, but meet- 
ing Mme. Hastreiter be asked ber whether 
she would not do him the favor to sing, Sue 
consented, and a Inte red slip was inserted in 
tue program or book of the concert an- 
nouncing that Mme. Hastreiter of Chicago, 
passing through London, bad kindly agreed to 
sing an aria or two. All the artists preceding 
Hastreiter made a moderate success, Dut when 
Hastreiter herself had given her aria her suc- 
cess was found to be immense. The audience 
entbusiasticallydemanded a repetition, and even 
the chorus was 680 carried away with delight 
that, forgetting themselves, they also joined 
io the storm of applause. Hastreiter was im- 
mediately engaged for the American com- 
pany. Her success with the company last 
spring was very marked, but differences arose 
between ber ana the management that in- 
duced ber to withdraw, much 10 the regret of 
those who bad thes uccess of the opera most at 
heart. 

Mrs. Thurber and some others, who are 80 
bent on establishing the company, with its 
incidental schooi for the training of young 
Americans in New York, on a firm basis, have 
been striving bard to have an auxiliary com- 
pauy formed here as they have done in Bos- 
ton, Chicago, ana perhaps one or two other 
cities. So far, bowever, they have met with 
absolutely no success. They desire Phila- 
deiphia to raise $50,000 for the purpose, but 
Philadeiphians are mighty conservative ana 
when they putup any big amount of money 
they wish to see pretty clearly what 
is to become of it. The end 
m this case they do not regard 
as by any meaus certain—or perhaps I might 
say that they regard the end as altogether too 
certain—aad for that reason they have not 
come forward with subecriptions. Another 
meeting with this purpose in view was held 
this afternoon and addresses were made by 
Parke Godwin of New York and some other 
well-known gentiemen. What the outcome of 
it will finally be is as yet indeterminate, but 
from conversations I have had with a million- 
aire or two, who are looked to to subscribe 
largely, I do not think the result will be 
especially gratifying to the projectors of the 
plan. The opera company is indeed an im- 
mense organization, requiring a big tortune a 
month for its support. Ine receipts on the 
nignt ot the production of *‘Faust’’ were $6,400, 
yet Mr. Nixon, one of the local managers 
under whom the company was playing on per- 
centage, toid me that the expenses of the per- 
formance were so great that there “was no 
money even in that bouse for the company.“

FOR THANKSGIVING. 


How an Old-Fashioned Plum-Pudding Is 
Made. 

Detroit Tribune:* A Detroit artist was found 
yesterday deep in the mysteries of Thankagiv- 
ing plum-pudding. 

How do you prepare it?“ she was asked. 

„Well,“ brushmg a daub of flour off her 
nose, “the oid Eng ish plum-pudding is ‘a 
pound of raisins seeded, a pound of currants 
well washed, dried, and floured, a pound of 
citron cut into shreds, one pound of suet 
chopped fine, cinnamon, Salt, allspice, ana 
nutmeg, one cup of sweet milk, one pound 
of brown sugar, and one bowl of four.“ 

“A bowl ot four? What sized bow)?’ 

“The old rule is ‘a pint’s a pound the world 
around,’ so a pint bowl is a pound, you see, 
Mix the ingredients well togemer; take a thick 
piece of cotton—twilied cotton is the best— 
butter it well, dredge flour over it thickly, put 
the mass of fruit and flour into it, and tie up 
securely, leaving room for the 
Swell or rise properly; put the bag, or cioth, 
into boiling water and keeb it boiling for six or 
twelve bours—the longer the beiter.“ 

Is that allt“ 

The next step is to eat it, but before taken 
a good sauce should be shaken up of butter, 
sugar, and brandy. Some prefer wine, but 
brandy sauce is the best, and as plum-pudding 
time is oni once or twice a year one can af- 
ford the best. 

I have another recipe more esthetic in its 
quality.“ continued Mrs. Congdon, “ which 1 
am making for my patrons—a weli-tested 
recipe, for the goodness of which man of 
our oldest inbabitants could vouch if they 
only knew whose it is, and this is: 
To the quantity of fruit which 1 
have already given add an .ounce of 


candied orange and iemon peel, one pound 
tale bread crumbs soaked in milk and then 
squeezed dry, eight eggs, cinnamon, cloves 
and alispice, a wine-glass of brandy, and a 
pound of sugar. Let the brandy stand awhile 
on the fruit; beat the eggs very light and add 
the sugar first, then al! the rest of the tngredi- 
ents, mixing thoroughly. Tie loosely in a bag 
or form of tin and steam for six or eignt 
bours. 

By the way, good housekeepers prepare 
their plum-puddings a week or two before 
using them ana bang them in a cool place 
where they can obtain a richness that no fresh- 
made pudding can acquire. I make them, you 
see, in ail sizes, from one pound up to five. 
They are in great demand and save bhouse- 
keepers a great deal of trouble in getting them 
all ready for the table.“ | 

Is there anything new in the way of sauce? 

“Freach candied fruits well chopped are 
finding tavorana I have heard that sugared 
crumpied rose-leaves are being used, but 1 
think there is nothimg better than a good rich 
brancy or wine sauce. Lighted candles piaced 
around the pudding is anew fadand take the 
place of burning brandy.“ 


THE CATTLE BUSINESS. 


What Are the Causes of the 
pression ? 
Dallas (Tex.) News; Tue cattle business is 
ali demoralized. The cattlemen are ali agreed 
on this, but there are various opinions as to 
the cause or causes of the trouvie. The blame 
has been laid on nearly everything that could 
in the remote degree have any connection 
with the depressed condition of the market, 
and on a few things that could not by any pos- 
sibility have any bearing thereon. In fact, a 
pretty thorough search bas been made for 
causes, and the search has been rewarded 
handsomely by the revelation of causes or al- 
leged causes witbout end. A large number of 
cattie men are ot the opinion that the Chicaro 
meat syndicate is the vampire which has 
sucked the lite blood out of the business, 
and they are taking active steps to abate 
that monopoly. Omer cattiemen, of a differ- 
ent way of thinking, but whose opinions are 
equally entitled to respect, assert that the meat 
syndicate cuts no figure at all in the matter, 
and that the real cause ot low prices is over- 
production, and that relief cannot be expected 
until the surplus meat of the country is taken 
up, which wiil be accomplished in the fuliness 
ot time. Others, more scattering in their 
ideas, attribute the depression to a combina- 
uon of causes, in which are included both of 
those already mentioned. Others still have no 
theories. They know mat mere is something 
wrong, but they do not bazard an opinion as 
to what that something wrong is, nor are they 
fertile of suggestions by which matters can be 
righted. They know that time was when they 
gat with folded handsand watched their caives 
grow iuto big beeves and then received 
high prices for those beeves, which it bad 
cost them next to nothing to produce. On 
the other hand, they know that it now costs 
them something to raise beeves, and that they 
bring less by $10 to $15 per Sead than wmey did 
when it cost nothing to produce them, and 
that 1t takes about one-fourth of what they 
now bring to get them to market. Tuis on 
the other haud brauch of knowledge is 
what confuses, confounds, and paralyzes 
them, and they are wiiling and ready to sup- 
port any scheme that promises to give relief 
and set matters like they were in good old 
times. The truth of the business is that the 
cattlemen know all about raising cattie, but 
when it comes to reguiating the markets they 
are tackling something new. and they very 
naturally bangle it awkwardly at first, bebaute 
a stout monopoly asd several complicated 
questions of political economy combined are 
liable to stagger a more powerful industry 
than the cattie business. But then the coun- 
the men who 
produce it are entitied to the profits, and the 
cattlemen will come out on top in the end.

FEMININE WARFARE ON THE SLAUGH- 
TER OF SONGSTERS. f 


Packer Institute Girls Who Pledge Them- 
selves to Discard Feathers, and Others 
Who Won't — Seniors Antagonized by 
Primaries—Expressions of Members of 
the Opposing Factions—The Brooklyn 
Milliners Thinking of Starting a Counter 
Agitation. 


New York Morning Journal: Nothmg that 
bas occurred in the experience of the 500 


of Brooklyn has occasioned so much feeling 
as the present endeavor of the Audubon So- 
ciety of America to gain them all as opponents 
of the fashion of adorning their head-gear with 
the plumage of birds. It bas arrayed the 
pretty girls into ‘wo factions, ana fears are 
entertained th ithe warm friendships of 
years between some of the scholars may be 
dissolved in consequence, 

The Kev. Dr. Taimage recently preached a 
sermon denouncing the wholesale siaughter of 
the forest warbiers in order to bedeck the bon- 
nets of the tair sex. He shqwed how many 
thousands of birds of brilliant plumage were 
killed annually, and called upon all enemies to 
the cruel business to cease to wear the bodies 
of the pretty songsters, and thus discourage 
the fashion. 

This sermon is supposed to have given in- 
spiration to the Anti-Bird-Killing Society. It 
was resoived to stir up an agititation 10 the 
City of Churches, and the Packer Institute was 
selected as the most fruitful ground in which 
to plant the seed, inasmuch as the girls there 
taught are from families where fashion holds 
away. 

The society first captured Prof. Stevens, who 
is at the head of the department of physics 
and mathematics. The protessor is a band- 
some man himself, and has a due appreciation 
of teminine beauty; but, as he says that there 
are an abundance of other ways in which the 
ladies can adorn their persons, and be is op- 
posed to the slaughter of the songsters, he is 
perfectly willing to help suppress the prevail 
ing fashion. 

It was high time that we made a move 
here in Brooklyn,“ said the professor yester- 
day. “It’s perfectly awful, the extent to 
which the bird-külmg business bas grown 
within the last year, and all on account of that 
foolish fashion. Whby, here on Long Island 
alone over 70,000 songsters have been siaugh- 


women in Brooklyn don’t cry down the fash- 
ion. I'm going to get all the giris to sign if I 
can, but some of the elder ones are inclined to 
hold out. 

I've joined the sooiety,’’ said a sweet-faced 
girl who stood by, “and I dou't intend to wear 
any more feathers or birds on my bonnets, 
even if it is the fashion. I have talked to my 
mother about it, and sue says I can suit my- 
self; but my sister Emma says that | will look 
like a scarecrow if I am not in style.“ 

About fifty giris in the Packer primary de 
partment have sgned the Audubon pledge, 
and others have promised todo so if their mas 
are agreeabie. The professor has on hand over 
500 pledges which read thus: 

“ Pledge No. 1: I pledge mvself not to kill, 
wound, or capture any wild bird not used for 
food, so long as I remaia a member of the 
Audubon Society, and I promise to discourage 
and prevent, so far as 1 can, the killing, 

wounding, or capture of birds by others. 
; * Pledge No, 2: I pledge myself not to rob, 
destroy, orin any way disturb or injure the 
pests or eges of any wild birds, so long asl 
remain a member of tha Audubon Society; and 
promise to discourage and prevent, so far as 
I can, such injury by others. 

* Pledge No. 3: I pledge myself not to make 
use of the feathers of any wild bird as orna- 
ments of dress or household furniture, and by 
every means in my power to discourage the 
use of feathers for decorative purposes.“ 

As soon as the permission of Dr. Backus, the 
President of the institute, had been obtained 
the pledges were circulated. The co-workers 
with Prof. Stevens are Miss S. K. Cook of the 
collegiate, Mies A. M. Jones of the prepara- 
tory, and Miss E. A. Massa of the primary. 
Each of these has a pocketful of pledges 
and is asking signatures from scholars in the 
classes and friends outside, 

The opposing element in the academy is the 
elder scholars or seniors. They are inclined 
to look upon the Audubon Society's raid as 
foolish, to_use the mildest term. 

Just to tbink,“ said a stately young lady 
with diamond earrings; “ they want us to make 
gawks of ourselves tbis winter, when bird 
plumage is ali the rage. It's well enough for 
the primary giris to sign such a pledge, but for 
my part I will have as many birds on my bon- 
net as the fasnion allows.“ 

don't see why we shouldn't kill the birds 
and make ornaments of their bodies as to 
allow them to die in the forests,” said another 
senior. After awhile some society will start 
up to protest against the killing of chickens 
and turkeys for eating. I'm not going to sign 
the pledge because ma bas just bought me a 
splendid bonnet with a goldfinch in front.“ 

The son of President Backus is in bad odor 
with the primary giris because he will not sign 
the pledge to restrain bis propensity to despoil 
birds’ nests. The milliners on Fulton street 
are thinking of starting a counter agitation. 
To inaugurate this anti-bird movement after 
they have laid in their winter stock of pretty 
feathers and trimmed bonnets means loss of 
trade to them, and they don’t wantto see it 
succeed. They fear that the society will move 
on the public-school girls next. 


IN THE TOILS OF A WOMAN. 


An Old Man's Relations with an Adven- 
turess—A Crafty Female Foiled. 

PRILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 20.—Charles Day- 
ton Talmage brought his romantic and peculiar 
connection with the notorious adventuress, 
Mrs. Annie Walimgford, to a most dramatic 
climax this afternoon, when be appeared as a 
witness in a suit affecting his interests, which 
was on trial before Judge Fell. She met 
Charies D. Talmage in Paris in 1878, and their 
relations soon became quite intimate. In less 
than a year there was a quarrel, an exchange 
of rings and gems. A lawyer put things in 
shape, and the two actors in the drama 
separated. 8S'x years elapsed before they came 
together again. The meeting too place in a New 
York boarding-house. She prevai'ied upon the 
od map to go and live with ber in a flat 
on sixth avenue, near Twenty-eighth street. 
Then she commenced to carry out her well- 
planned schemes. She knew that at an early 
period of bis life Mr. Talmage's mind had been 
unsettied, and that be was conetantly in more 
or less dread of a recurrence of bis mental 
malady which might land him in a madbouse, 
This was the string on which she played. Sne 
discovered mai Counselors George W. Arundel 
and R. O. Moonof thiscity had nm their pos- 
session about $8,000, which they bad recovered 
in a suit in which they bad acted as Talmage's 
counsel. To get this money was her firsi ob- 
ject. With ali the influence she had over ber 
deluded victim this seemed an eas task. She 
told him that Messrs. Arunde! and Moon were 
bis enemies, and would confine him in an in- 
sane asylum if he came to Philadeiphia. The 
question then arose how be was to get the 
money from Mr. Arundel. To this she pro- 
posed an easy answer. There was nothing to 
prevent her coming to Philadelphia, there- 
fore give her a judgment note and let 
her collect it from the attorneys. Tal- 
mage still besitated, so he was taken 
to a lawyer's office and browbeaten into 
acquiescence. Not satisfied with getting 
Talmage’s signature toa judgment note for 
$8,400, she also made bim sign an affidavit 
stat ing that the judgment was for borrowed 
money, and that he had no defense to it of any 
kind or sort. Fearful that this m.ebt not bind 
his real estate, sbe took in addition an assign- 
ment of ali bis property. Besides all this sbe 
got him to write her a letter, dated in 1879, ad- 
mitt ing that be owed ber money.

CHICAGO, Nov. 19.—[Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—1 notice that a canvass bas already com- 
menced by several aspirants for the clerkship 
of the next House of Representatives in this 
State. This is all right, but the one thing 
needful is to determine properly and in good 
season whether any of these aspirants are fit 
persons to receive this clerkship. The office 
of Clerk of the House is scarcely less impor- 
tant than the Speakership, ana, judging by 
the record made in recent years, tne office 
has been very poorly fliled. The Clerk of the 
House should be as good a parilamentarian 
and as weil versed in the methods of law- 
making as the Speaker himself. In short, 
this office is a trade or a profession which 
should be learned before a man should aspire 


to perform its duties. The House journals 
of four years ago are tho worst speci- 
mens of a public record that I ever 


Saw, except the journals of two years ago. 
It is lamentable that great public interests 
should be so jeopardized by an imperfect rec- 
ord. Lamabie to show laws now up our 
statute books that never passed either House, 
and I will prove it by the record. Iam able to 
prove by the record that ignorant clerks have 
in many instances exercised the law-making 
as well as the veto power. It may also be shown 
where mon have been voted weeks after they 
were dead, and also where the Speaker nas 
been voted by his own name, and afterwards 
on the same question as Mr. Speaker.’’

The End of the Worid and Christ's Coming. 

CuHicaco, Nov. 20.—| Editor of The Tribune.} 
—It ig a pity that in the recent discussion of 
eschatological questions, or questions relating 
to the end of the world, somebody did not 
treat it historically. Christ has been coming 
for the last 2,000 years. In the carly ages of 
the church His advent was expected daily, and 
the further we go back the more certain were 
bis aiscipies of his immediate cuming. Even 
Paul, speaking on the subject, says: We 
which are alive shail be caught up to- 
gether with Him in the clouds to 
be torever with Him.“ it 18 
evident that Paul believed taat Christ would 
come in his generation. I do not wish to dis- 
count Paul's inspirauon, but we know that 
Paul sometimes expressed his own opinion 
and that at others he was taught by the Spirit. 
In the first three centuries of the church 
Christ's coming was the solace of the disciples, 
contending as they were against the power of 
the Roman Empire. It was the soiace of the 
poor Christians bidden in their nigttiy meet- 
ings from the persecutions of Diocietian; it 
was the solace of the Christians of the cata- 
combs. Later, in the last thousand years there 
was ageneral belief througbout all Europe 
that the end of the world was at hand. So gen- 
erul was this belief and 80 potent that it 
paralyzed everything of a secular uature. 
Peopie ceased to build houses; Emperors 
ceased to think of conquering. There wasa 
geveral standstil! of earthly affairs. But when 
it was d ecovered after the close of the first 
millennium that the end ot the world bad not 
come a new era of activity began. The Cru- 
gades were entered upon; the Norman Barons 
crossed over the Engiish channel and con- 
quered England, and there was noticeabie 
everywhere anew activity in earthly affairs. 
In our owa time, or at least a littie over forty 
years ago, anotber epoch of a simiiar kind ex- 
isted as a result of the teachings of a Mr. Mil- 
ler. These teachings were known as tbe Mil- 
jerite doctrine of the end of the world. At 
that time an unlooked-for comet appeared of 
large dimensions, which added to the terror of 
the anticipation. 

A historical view of the subject would cer- 
tainly modify the opinion of many of the 
present believers in the immediate coming of 
Christ and the end of the world. Christ Him- 
self taugt that when it was most expected it 
woud not come, but its appearance would be 
as a thief in the night. The end of the world 
will come to each individual when death comes. 
That event may be sudden or it may be post- 
poned. It seems to me dle, in view of 
the historicai side of the question, 
for men to argue that there are events 
which indicate the approach of the end of the 
world. Of course, almost anything can be 
proved if the proof depends upon isolated and 
disconnected texts of Seripture. An earnest 
study of the Bibie will lead the student to besi- 
tate fixing the date of the end of the world or 
the personal coming of Christ. I think Curist 
Himself taught ihe true doctrine where He 
says: “Where two or three are gathered 
together in my name there will 1 be present in 
their midst.” Aud it seems to me that this 
peculiar doctrine of the immediate coming of 
Christ and of the end of the worid is a result 
more of the current materialism than of the 
spiritual life.

| DIED OF A BROKEN HEART. 


QUEST FOR A LOVER THAT ENDED 
ONLY AT THE GRAVE. 


The Romantic Story of a Young and Pretty 
German Girl—A Romance and Tragedy 
of the Sea—Wrecked in the Germans 
Ocean with the Man of Her Choice, They 
Drift Apart Forever—The Closing Scene 
at Omaha. 

Omaha Herald: The snow resterday at Pros- 
pect Hill Cemetery drifted over the new-made 
grave, and the bleak winds sounded the dirge 
of a young woman whose bistory, true as told 
bere, was as touching as any of the fictions 
evolved from the busy brain of the novelist. 
It is not a loug story, but well worthy of being 
repeated, if oniy to furnish another instance 
of tne traged es evec enacted and brought ta a 
close in the midst of a busy community, and 
‘buried, as was this one, beneath the blinding 
snow. There are those who die and make no 
sign. 

Four years ago next January Eifreeda Puls. 
a handsome German girl, not quite 20 years of 
age, left ber howe at Sprausburg, Germany, 
for the purpose of coming to Awerica. She 
was a handsome blonde and possessed all the 
beauties and accomplishments ot der class. 
While ner parents were not rich, she bad been 
given as good an education as their means 
would afford, and was far more accomplished 
tban usual in the case of German girlie of her 
class. When about 18 years of age she at- 
tracted the attention anc admiration of the 
landed proprietor lie- 
mg near named Burkhardt. These soon 
ripened into love, but the parents of 
both were opposed to the marriage on 
account of the difference in station. An 
elopement was accora.ngly determined upon, 
and they arrived in Hamburg by different 
routes that fatal second week in January with 
the intention of taking passage on the same 
boat and having the wedding ceremony take 
piace in New Yor«. 

The first steamer to depart was the Cimbria 
of the Hamburg line. and on it the young 
couple embarked. Tbe loss of the vessel the 
second night was one of the most terrible in 
its horrors of any recorded in the history of 
ocean navigation. In the middle of a night 
as dark as Erebus, in the middle of , Janu- 
in the middie of an 
in the middie of a storm 
of unequaled violence even for m- 
winter, the transatiantic steamer collided 
witu a heavily-laden coal schooner. By super- 
buman efforts the Cimbria was kept afloat 
until dawn, and then, as one boat after an- 
Other was wrecked in the effort to launch 
them, the Captain gave orders to throw over- 
board everything that would float, and then 
told all there was no hope, and that passengers 
and crew alike must look out for themselves. 
In a short time over 400 human beings had 
cast themseives into the embrace of the icy 
and seething waves. Among the others Burk- 
bardt and bis intended bride made the fearful 
leap in each other's arms, but were struck by 
some object and separated. Both, however. 
succeeded in grasping one of the floating 
pieces of furniture and for several bours were 
in sicht but not within speaking distance of 
each other. Then they drifted apart forever. 

. During that day and far into the next au in- 

bound steawer cruised about and succeeded 

in picking up fifty-six of the wrecked, among 
them Miss Puls, who bad been nearly thirty 
hours in the water and was insensible when 
found. They were al taken back to Hamburg, 
and she was in the hospital until August. Ali 
through the delirium of fever and after her 
recovery the idea was fixed that ber betrothed 
had been amoog the rescued. Sbe learned 
that he had not been brought back to Ger- 
many, but believed be bad been found by an 

Outevuing steamer and carried to this countrys. 

Day by day and month by month tbis belief 

became etronger, though in any other respect 

her mind was verfectiy weil baianced, To 
reach America then was the ovject of her 
heart’s desire, and fortune soon favored ber. 

She became acquainted with two sisters of 

her own nativity who were about to embark, 

but one was taken sick shortly before the 
date of sailing. Elfreeda, with the little mon- 
ey she had, and by disposing of a few little 
trinkets, bought the ticket and assuming the 
one girl's name the two took sieerage passage 
for New York. Withbataith that never wa- 
vered as to bis living, even to the day of her 
death, the girl feit certain that ber lover would 
meet ber at Castle Garden, but ber eager 
quest was all in vain. If ou earth be at least 
was not there.

to Webster, Mass., where the companion bad a 

relative in a factory. There they worked 

some time until Eifreeda’s beaith began to 

fall and she obtained a position with Julia A.

All the money dhe could make she invested 
in advertising for ohe even answering hie de- 
scription, in writing letters to all parts of the 
country, and, asthe mails were all too slow, 
whena slight clew was obtained, in sending 
telegrams. Then she became weaker, and pays 
cians told ber sbe would never recover from 
the dreadful exposure in that semfAretie sea, 
In addinon she believed that if she could travel 
she might find by chance the object of ber 
search, and ber protector, who bad virtually 
adopted ber, gave up her business and with a 
few hundred dollars they started from the Mas- 
sachusetts village to prosecute a hopeless 
quest and with the equally hopeless object of 
restoring the health of the German maiden. 
After loitering a time in tbe large towns they 
reached Chicago and took service with H. D. 
Durant, a wealthy resident of Lake Forest. 
But Miss Puls grew weaker and weaker, and it 
was deemed best to start for Colorado. Upon 
reaching Omaba some four montbs ago ber 
strength was so slight that another halt was 
determined upon. It was the last on the 
earthiy journey. Pleasant quarters were 
found at the residence of Mrs. E. M. 
Ward, No. 1117 Howard street, and funds de- 
coming low as the months passed by Mrs. 
Alden obtained a place at the Metropolitan 
Hotel, where sbe is at present acting as house- 
keeper. All ber earnings were expended in 
obtaining medica: attendance and luxuries for 
the cast-away girl, and never was there a more 
devoted friend. With the first breath of win- 
ter, the first of the week, the last breath took
